L.A. Holds First-Ever 
Gay and Lesbian Prom

Tommy Jummienphol, 17 
years old, arrived at the gala 
fashionably late. But then, 
what boy wearing a satin 
train that long wouldn’t want 
to make a grand entrance to 
the first ever queer junior-se¬ 
nior prom sponsored by the 
Lx)s Angeles Unified School 
District? The disco music 
didn’t stop, but heads turned 
and flashblubs popped as 
friends flocked around admir¬ 
ingly. 

Only a group of eight 
shouting, placard carrying 
evangelicals from One Lord, 
One Faith, One Baptism 
Christian Church in Long 
Beach — who stood a baleful 
night-long vigil outside the 
Los Angeles Hilton — remind¬ 
ed Tommy and the approxi¬ 
mately 180 other promgoers 
of the realities outide the 
pink and white balloon fes¬ 
tooned ballroom that May 20 


night. 

But inside, young queer 
couples — and several older 
chaperons ate, danced, gos- 
sipped, quarreled, kissed, and 
danced some more — until the 
clock struck midnight. And 
like other high school proms, 
they thrilled to special “live” 
entertainment with which 
they could identify — songs 
performed by the openly gay, 
attractive, and enthusiastic 
cast of Mark Smith’s runaway 
hit musical The Ballad of Lit¬ 
tle Mikey. 

The Gay and Lesbian Edu¬ 
cation Commission had circu¬ 
lated fliers to all high school 
principals in the nation’s sec¬ 
ond largest district, and some 
youth had come from as far 
away as Diamond Bar and 
Littlerock, 40 miles east of 
L.A. Several young people, 
however, said they heard 
about the prom through

Jordan Urges Support for 
Gay Rights Across America

Mayor Frank Jordan last 
week contacted state gover¬ 
nors and city mayors who 
have anti-gay initiatives on 
their ballots, urging them to 
support gay rights. 

“I am writing you to urge 
your opposition to any pro¬ 
posed ballot initiatives that 
seek to deny rights to people 
because they are gay or les¬ 
bian,” Jordan’s letter stated. 

Jordan went on to blast the 
“radical right” for raising 
funds around the country by 
depicting San Francisco’s les¬ 
bian and gay community as 
“out of control” and having a 
special agenda. 

“Just as with other minori¬ 
ties who have long experi¬ 
enced discrimination because 
of their race, religion or sex, 
the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty has been unjustly subjected 
to discrimination and harass¬ 
ment so that political fund¬ 
raising efforts may continue 
for those opposed to equal 
protection. This should not be 
allowed,” Jordan said. 

“San Francisco’s diversity 
is one of its greatest assets. 
San Francisco is one of the 
nation’s finest examples of a 
community that works togeth¬ 
er. Please do all you can to 
speak out against the recent 
attacks on the values that 


have built our country,” Jor¬ 
dan concluded. 

Jordan’s letter was written 
in response to a request made 
at a meeting held earlier this 
years beyond Jordan and rep¬ 
resentatives of lesbian and 
gay groups. 

“I was happy to write the 
letter. It’s wrong to single out

got tough, informed the 
White House he doesn’t take 
orders, and is closing a once- 
wide gap in California Field 
Polls in his Democratic pri¬ 
mary battle. 

Only days ago California 
Political Week, {CALPEEK), 
an independent, non-partisan 
news analysis bulletin, called 
the race “a total toss up.” The 
May 23 article assessed for¬ 
mer L.A. mayoral candidate 
Michael Woo’s ability to raise 
money; Gwen Moore’s deter¬ 
mination to win every en¬ 
dorsement in sight, including 
California Teachers’ Associa¬ 


tion, labor organizations, and 
women’s groups — and play¬ 
ing the trump card of her re¬ 
lationship with Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown, the of¬ 
ficial endorsement of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Democratic Party; and 
Tony Miller’s excellent quali¬ 
fications and the ballot title of 
Acting Secretary of State, 
which might win him news¬ 
paper endorsements. 

However, this primary 
campaign is a low profile one 
that is not sparking a great 
deal of media interest. 
CALPEEK quoted a source 
as saying, “There are only 
three people who wake up 
each day worrying about who 
will be the next Secretary of 
State — the three candidates.” 
While that may be partially 
true, a mid-April Field Poll 
gave Woo a substantial lead 
over Moore and Miller. 

Not content with the mon¬ 
ey and the lead. Woo sought 
to keep Miller from using a 
television ad in which he is 
endorsed by former Secretary 
of State and now Ambas¬ 
sador, March Fong Eu. By 
some means. Woo was able to 
get a White House spokesper¬ 
son to state that the ambas¬ 
sador would not be allowed 
to endorse anyone in the pri¬ 


mary. Miller dug in his heels, 
declaring that Eu had made 
the endorsement video prior 
to her appointment as ambas¬ 
sador — and if there was any 
further question, he issued a 
statement saying he doesn’t 
take orders from the White 
House. 

A new Field Poll shows 
that Miller, once 23 percent¬ 
age points behind Woo, has 
closed the gap to only six per¬ 
centage points. However, the 
poll indicates there are large 
numbers of voters who are 
undecided. 

“That’s where the gay and 
lesbian community can make 
a big difference,” said Miller’s 
campaign manager, Ron 
Gray. “We need gay votes and 
gay dollars at the eleventh 
hour, in order to make the 
most of Tony’s exposure in 
the paid media. We need peo¬ 
ple talking to people, telling 
their friends about Tony and 
getting them to the polls.” 

Gray told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “This isn’t just 
about a gay candidate, this is 
about electing the best person 
for a very important job — and 
it’s about making history by 
electing our nation’s first 
openly gay statewide 
officer.” T

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Thousands Attend S.F.'s 
Eleventh Annual Candlelight Vigil

Eleven years after the very 
first International AIDS Can¬ 
dlelight Memorial and Mobi¬ 
lization, when a relative few 
mournful, hopeful marchers 
took to the streets of San 
Francisco, much has changed. 
The scope of the epidemic is 
larger, and most of the opti¬ 
mism for a single bullet cure 
or a quick solution has van¬ 
ished. But throughout, the 
people of the world have 
somehow remained optimistic 
and mostly compassionate, 
and every year they join to¬ 
gether in ever-larger memori¬ 
als to those who have fallen 
to the disease. 

This year was no excep¬ 
tion; people in 243 cities in 45 
nations joined together Sun¬ 
day, May 22, to participate in 
the largest demonstration of 
support for those living with 
HIV and AIDS, and memorial 
to those who have died of 
AIDS, ever held. 

For the first time, the 
event was observed in all 50 
states in the U.S. 

In San Francisco, thou¬ 
sands of participants gathered 
at 8 p.m. at the corner of Cas¬ 
tro and Market streets, then 
walked in a candlelight pro¬ 
cession to City Hall, where 
statements in support of the 
event from Senator Dianne 
Feinstein and Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer were read by 
openly gay former San Mateo 
County Supervisor Tom 
Nolan. 

Nolan, who emceed the 
ceremony, also acknowledged 
a resolution sponsored by 
President of the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors An¬ 
gela Alioto and passed May 
16, “supporting the 11th Inter¬ 
national AIDS Candlelight 
Memorial and Mobilization, 
and commending Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS for its out¬ 
standing work in coordinating 
the International AIDS Can¬ 
dlelight Memorial and Mobi¬ 
lization.” The resolution was 
co-signed by all supervisors. 

Nolan also observed the 
special coincidence that this 
year’s AIDS Candlelight 
Memorial fell on the birthday 
of slain gay rights leader Su¬ 
pervisor Harvey Milk, who 
would have been 64. Nolan 
also addressed the report, is¬ 
sued on Monday, May 16 by 
the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, that as 
of 1992, AIDS is the leading 
cause of death for males in 
San Francisco. 

Other highlights of the 
event included the Reverend 
Jim Mitulski of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church lead¬ 
ing the crowd in speaking 
aloud the names and memo¬ 
ries of those who have died of 
AIDS, and the presentation of 
three “AIDS Hero and Hero¬ 
ine” awards by Mobilization 
Against AIDS Board Presi¬ 
dent Ted Fang to members of 
the community. 

The award recipients were 
Antigone Hodgins, Executive 
Director of Bay Area Young 
Positives, whose experience 
with being HIV-positive led 
her to create Reality Check, 
a video for youth on HIV test¬ 
ing and counseling Tim Of- 
futt. Program Manager and 
Minority Initiatives Coordina¬ 
tor for the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
AIDS Office since 1990, and 
founding board member of 


the National Minority AIDS 
Council in Washington, D.C.; 
and Matt Sharp, Managing 
Director of the Healing Alter¬ 
natives Foundation, which 
through the collective pur¬ 
chasing power of its buyer’s 
club, provides access to dis¬ 
count vitamins, minerals, 
herbs, nutritional supple¬ 
ments and experimental and 
foreign therapies for HIV and 
AIDS. 

An award also went to 
The HIV Prevention Project, 
formerly Prevention Point, 
which sponsors regular nee¬ 
dle exchanges at eleven sites 
around San Francisco, in an 
effort to stop the spread of 
HIV among injection drug 
users. Project Director 
George Clark accepted the 


award. 

The principal sponsor of 
the San Francisco observance 
was the City and County of 
San Francisco, and its major 
sponsor was Chevron. Signif¬ 
icant sponsorship was also 
provided by Gene Boomer/ 
Mason McDuffie, Assembly 
Speaker Willie L. Brown, Jr., 
Ted Fang, GAPA Communi¬ 
ty HIV/AIDS Project, Grant 
Printing, James C. Hormel, 
Hospice by the Bay, Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, George Millirons, Pro¬ 
ject Inform, Project Open 
Hand, San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, Samuel L. 
Storer, and The Cafe.

California National 
Guard Moves To 
Discharge Gay Man

A four-member California 
National Guard military panel 
has recommended that an 
openly gay California Nation¬ 
al Guard Lieutenant be dis¬ 
charged from the service. 

The panel made the rec¬ 
ommendation on Sunday, 
May 22, at the Sacramento 
discharge hearing of Lieu¬ 
tenant C. Andrew Holmes, 
who announced to his superi¬ 
ors last June that he is gay 
and became the target of dis¬ 
charge proceedings 

Under the Defense Depart¬ 
ment’s so-called “don’t ask 
don’t tell” policy concerning 
gays in the armed services, 
the military assumes that ser- 
vicemembers who publicly 
disclose their sexual orienta¬ 
tion can be presumed to have 
the inclination to engage in 
sexual acts banned by the 
armed forces. 

Under the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice, gay sexual 
acts are crimes and can be 
punished by prison sentences 
as well as discharge from the 
service. 

Holmes challenged the mil¬ 
itary’s right to discharge him 
on constitutional equal protec¬ 
tion grounds, arguing that it 
is unlawful to prohibit private 
sexual activity, and that such 
discrimination based on his 


status as a gay man violated 
California law banning anti¬ 
gay job bias. 

The California National 
Guard discharge board an¬ 
nounced that it will recom¬ 
mend to the United States 
Army that Holmes, an Army 
Reservist, be discharged from 
the Army — which will make 
him ineligible to serve as an 
officer in the GANG. 

“My client is upset,” said 
attorney Paul Wotman, who 
represents Holmes. “He was 
so proud to have been in the 
military for six years. He was 
a military police platoon lead¬ 
er, he served in Germany in 
support of Desert Storm, and 
was on the streets of Los An¬ 
geles during the Rodney King 
riots. 

“1 find it particularly 
shameful that President Clin¬ 
ton was speaking not five 
minutes away at McLellan 
Air Force Base to commemo¬ 
rate Armed Forces Day and 
the military was denying civil 
rights to gay and lesbian ser¬ 
vice members,” Wotman said. 

Although the military 
board issued no recommenda¬ 
tion for the kind of discharge 
to be given Holmes, Wotman 
believes his client will be hon¬ 
orably discharged from both 
the Army Reserves and the 
National Guard. ▼

Penile 

Implant 

Lawsuit

SAN FRANCISCO - A 
class-action lawsuit was filed 
Friday, May 20 in federal 
court against American Med¬ 
ical Systems Inc., over the 
safety of its silicone penile im¬ 
plants used in cases of impo- 
tency. 

The suit, which asks for 
compensatory and punitive 
damages, claims the implants 
are defective and dangerous, 
and accuses the company of 
concealing the health risks 
from the federal government 
and consumers. 

“In many ways this case is 
very similar to the court bat¬ 
tles waged against the manu¬ 
facturers of breast implants,” 
said Dan Bolton, a San Fran¬ 
cisco attorney who won a $7.3 
million judgement for a local 
woman against Dow Corning 
Corp. over the safety of breast 
implants. 

In the penile implants, two 
silicone cylinders are placed 
surgically in the penis and are 
connected to a small pump 
placed in the scrotum. A 
reservoir of saline solution is 
implanted in the abdomen. 

To make the penis erect, 
one uses the pump to push 
the saline solution to the 
cylinders. 

Bolton claimed that the pe¬ 
nile implants were never ap¬ 
proved by the Food and Drug 
Administration, but were still 
allowed to be used. Approxi¬ 
mately 300,000 implants na¬ 
tionwide have been placed in 
men with organic impotence 
since 1973. 

The Minneapolis company, 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
New York-based Pfizer, had 
no comment on the suit. 

The suit said many of the 
plaintiffs suffered disfigure¬ 
ment, infection, leakage, im¬ 
mune problems, a loss of sen¬ 
sation, and pain. 

“The purpose of this suit is 
to hold AMS accountable for 
an unsafe product that is 
poorly designed and prone to 
failure,” Bolton said. ▼

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Catholics Say "Don't Ask, 

Don't Tell" About Gays on Board 

Archdiocese Won't Answer Questions About Members'Sexuality

A routine question posed 
during a Health Commission 
budget hearing, about the 
composition of the Catholic 
Charities board of directors, 
set off a firestorm of contro¬ 
versy last week. 

During a brief hearing on 
the continuation of the agen¬ 
cy’s contract to provide ser¬ 
vices at Peter Claver House, a 
residential facility for men 
with AIDS, commissioners 
Melinda Paras and Arthur 
Jackson questioned the agen¬ 
cy’s chief operating officer 
Rebecca Robertson whether 
there were any gay people on 
the board of directors. 

The question about the 
board’s composition is one of 
three standard questions rou¬ 
tinely asked of executives of 
agencies, especially non-profit 
agencies, that receive Health 
Department funds when they 
appear before the commission 
about their city contracts. 

With a $10 million annual 
budget, the human service 
arm of the Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of San Francisco 
spends about $1.56 million a 
year providing social services 
to people with AIDS. 

The other two typical 
questions concern the cost to 
the city for each unit of ser¬ 
vice provided by the agency; 
and the administrative costs 
for the services to clients. 

Commissioners have been 
asking questions about the 
racial and gender make-up of 
service providers’ boards for 
years — official Health Depart¬ 
ment policy mandates that 
such boards should make ev¬ 
ery effort to reflect the diver¬ 
sity of the clients they serve. 

In 1990, at the recommen¬ 
dation of health commissioner 
Jim Foster, a gay m6ui, the of¬ 
ficial policy was updated to 
include sexual orientation; the 
language is now on standard 
Health Department contract 
applications, and agencies 
who serve large numbers of 
lesbian and gay men are en¬ 
couraged to have the commu¬ 
nity reflected on their board. 

By the time the issue of 
Catholic Charities’ board 
make-up hit the daily newspa¬ 
pers, a routine question had 
turned into a story about ‘out¬ 


ing’ closeted corporation 
board members, privacy 
rights, political correctness, 
and an agency’s possible loss 
of city funds for its refusal. 

But, according to health 
commissioner Margel Kauf¬ 
man, nothing could be further 
from the truth. No one’s go¬ 
ing to lose any money, she 
told the B.A.R, and no one’s 
getting busted out of a closet. 

“I’m a straight, married, 
white, woman from west of 
Twin Peaks,’’ Kaufman said. 
“I was a raised a Catholic. I 
just don’t see what the contro¬ 
versy about the question is. 
It’s been quite a long-standing 
policy and one the commis¬ 
sion feels keenly about.” 

Then, referring to Catholic 
Charities’ policy of question¬ 
ing Peter Claver residents 
about their sexual orientation, 
she noted, “They ask the 
question of their clients, but 
don’t want to ask the same 
question of their board?” 

Catholic Charities, Kauf¬ 
man said, had not simply 
failed to answer the ques¬ 
tion, but had answered it on 
the form with a statement 
that it was “not applicable” — 
amd that was not acceptable. 

“They could have an¬ 
swered none, or two, or one, 
or thirteen, or declined to 
state,” Kaufman said. 

Invasion of privacy? 

Although Catholic Chari¬ 
ties understands and supports 
the “goal of diversity,” accord¬ 
ing to spokesperson Mara 
Chettles, the question was an 
invasion of privacy. 

Chettles told the B.A.R. 
Catholic Charities board 
members are chosen for their 
skill and ability in providing 
direction and leadership — 
and not for any other criteria. 

“We get the best qualified 
people we can,” she said. The 
Catholic Charities board now 
has 31 members, Chettles 
said, and Archbishop John R. 
Quinn is chair of the board. 

According to Chettles, de¬ 
spite Roman Catholic dogma, 
sexual orientation is not used 
as a basis for employment de¬ 
cisions within the agency. 

“Let me put it this way: 
we absolutely do not use sex¬ 
ual orientation as a basis for 
denial of employment. We 


would not ask someone to re¬ 
sign because of their sexual 
orientation. We don’t discuss 
dogma. We take care of peo¬ 
ple,” Chettles said. 

The purpose of the ques¬ 
tion asked of Peter Claver 
clients is to gather statistical 
information for the federal 
government, according to 
Chettles, and is related to the 
Ryan White Care grants the 
agency receives. 

“Catholic Charities served 
76,000 people last year — with 
about 600 receiving AIDS-re¬ 
lated care such as housing 
and social services,” Chettles 
said. “We are very sensitive to 
the issues of people with 
AIDS at our residences.” 

Catholic Charities Execu¬ 
tive Director Frank Hudson 
told the B.A.R. that “no one 
would be excluded from serv¬ 
ing on the board because of 
sexual orientation or because 
they are openly gay.” 

“That's their prerogative" 

“If someone wants to be 
open, that’s their preroga¬ 
tive,” Hudson said. “Where 
we part company is asking 
people to openly declare their 
sexual orientation.” 

The issue of diversity and 
sensitivity is important, ac¬ 
cording to Lou Coloia, execu¬ 
tive director of Most Holy Re¬ 
deemer AIDS Support group 
and member of the Catholic 
Charities Board of directors. 

“I certainly appreciate the 
need for sensitivity and un¬ 
derstanding, but I don’t agree 
that sexual orientation should 
be a litmus test,” Coloia said. 
“I just don’t think it should be 
a criteria for inclusion or ex¬ 
clusion. It’s a question of pri¬ 
vacy.’ ’ 

Coloia said he understood 
the concerns of the Health 
Commission, but said man¬ 
agement and administration 
were not board functions. 

“I’m concerned that we’re 
setting aside the fact that 
competence is what’s impor¬ 
tant,” he said. 

At press time, according to 
news reports. City Attorney 
Louise Renne was investigat¬ 
ing whether asking a board to 
disclose whether it had any 
members who were lesbian 
or gay was a violation of fed¬ 
eral law. ▼

Three Area Priests 
Charged with Abuse

A former head of the Ro¬ 
man Catholic Archdiocese’s 
“Ministry to Lesbian And Gay 
People” is among three 
Catholic priests named in a 
personal injury lawsuit. The 
suit was brought by nine 
Northern California men, 
seeking unspecified damages, 
who charge they were sexual¬ 
ly molested by the priests 
when they were boys. 

The lawsuit charges that 
Monsignor Patrick O’Shea, 
The Reverend Gary Tim¬ 
mons of Santa Rosa, and The 
Reverend Austin Keegan, for¬ 
merly of both San Francisco 
and Santa Rosa, molested the 
men when they were boys 
and adolescents. 


The lawsuits allege the in¬ 
cidents occurred between 
1960 and the early 80s, and 
that church officials failed to 
take action to stop the abuse. 

O’Shea was head of the 
church’s outreach to the les¬ 
bian and gay community 
from 1987-1989, according to 
Bill Mitchell, a spokesman for 
the Archdiocese of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Keegan is believed to have 
moved to Mexico some time 
after transferring from San 
Francisco to the Diocese of 
Santa Rosa in 1975. Tim¬ 
mons, according to a spokes¬ 
person for the Santa Rosa 
Diocese, is “undergoing treat¬ 
ment.”

Still More Bad News for 'N Touch Owner

An employee of the ’N 
Touch bar is seeking more 
than $500, 000 in damages for 
sexual harassment, sexual as¬ 
sault and sexual battery from 
Stewart Hiatt, the embattled 
owner of the popular Polk 
Street bar, according to a law¬ 
suit filed this week in San 
Francisco Superior Court. 

The lawsuit, filed by attor¬ 
ney Bruce Nickerson on be¬ 
half of Wendell Santana, an 
N’ Touch employee since 
April 3, 1993 alleges that Hi¬ 
att began sexually harassing 
Santana with verbal requests, 
suggestions, innuendos, and 
offensive and sexual touching 
shortly after he was hired. 

Hiatt, however, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the 
charges were unfounded and 
said that the lawsuit is “part 
of a vendetta” against him, 
filed by the boyfriend of a for¬ 
mer employee who was fired 
and later arrested on weapons 
charges. 

“I really don’t want any 
more press on me at all,” Hi¬ 
att said. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Santana retained the services 
of a private investigator J. 
James Nazarian of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Nazarian and Associ¬ 
ates to gather evidence of the 
harassment and battery. 

Nazarian, an openly gay 
private investigator who is a 
former San Francisco Sheriff 
and Fresno police officer, said 
he observed several incidents 
detailed in the lawsuit. 

In a May 6 incident ob¬ 


served by Nazarian, according 
to the suit, Hiatt grabbed 
Santana from behind the hips 
and pulled Santana’s buttocks 
toward him until they 
touched Hiatt’s groin area. 

“Plaintiff again did not 
consent to this touching and 
pulled away,” the suit states. 

In an incident the same 
evening, Hiatt allegedly took 
three one dollar bills from the 
bar counter and shoved them 
down Santana’s trousers, 
touching his genitals. 

The manager of the bar, 
identified in the lawsuit as 
“Gary,” yelled, “That’s sexual 
harassment,” but according to 
the suit, “Hiatt just laughed.” 

In addition to the sexual 
harassment claims against Hi¬ 
att, another cause of action in 
the suit alleges that Hiatt vio¬ 
lated Santana’s civil rights by 
creating a hostile work envi¬ 
ronment with the alleged ac¬ 
tions and negligently inflicted 
emotional distress. 

Nickerson told the Bay 
Area Reporter that sexual 
harassment within the gay 
community “is just as unac¬ 
ceptable as it is in the hetero¬ 
sexual community.” 

The charges are the latest 
in a string of misfortunes to 
hit the beleaguered owner of 
the ’N Touch. 

On May 9, police with a 
search warrant seized two 
poker machines and about 
$8,000 in cash from the ’N 
Touch, following charges by 
SFPD Vice Inspector Vince 
Repetto that he was paid in 
cash for winnings on a video 
poker machine during an ear-

No on Prop I 

Pure Mean-Spirited Politics. 

Once again the voters of the city are being asked to vote for 
something that we cannot control or afford: BART to the air¬ 
port. 

It is interesting to note the differences between the similar¬ 
sounding propositions on the ballot that would expand BART 
facilities to move passengers in and out of SFO: “H” would al¬ 
low no money from city funds to be used to build the system, 
unlike “I,” which would also ask for another $3 tax on plane 
tickets — and take money from the airport to generate its pie- 
in-the-sky concepts. 

Don’t be misled into backing something we can’t afford. 

Proposition I was placed on the ballot by professional min¬ 
ions hired by Senator Quentin Kopp to gather signatures, and 
is just another attempt to get at Kopp’s arch enemy Lou 
Turpen, general manager of the San Francisco Airport. Kopp 
has long been after Turpen’s job over a childish parking situ¬ 
ation. 

For many years, Turpen has run an efficient airport that has 
become the envy of many other cities. SFO has not been a bur¬ 
den to the taxpayers of San Francisco. In fact, it has paid for 
and is continuing to pay for all of its own expansion and on¬ 
going maintenance costs. 

It also adds $15 million a year to the city’s coffers. 

Rumor also has it that Quentin has demanded that Mayor 
Jordan give him the next two seats on the commission so that 
he would have the necessary votes to fire Turpen. We believe 
that the Mayor has more integrity than to do something like 
that. 

Senator Kopp and his ilk are not good for this city, partic¬ 
ularly when they allow childish vendettas to cloud their vision. 

The irony of the propositions is that neither one would be 
a binding vote on the agencies involved. BART is run by a 
multi-county elected board with just two S.F representatives. 
The County of San Mateo would be the other venue, and our 
vote is in no way binding there, either. 

Don’t vote for Quentin’s vendetta. Vote No on “I.” 

Yes on Tony Miller 

Like the airport propositions, the possible choices for the 
post of California ^cretary of State may look similar, but 
they aren’t. Tony Miller is by far the most competent, most ex¬ 
perienced, best choice for the post. 

If Miller were not the openly gay man he is, we would still 
be supporting his candidacy. More to the point, if he were 
straight we suspect the media across the state would be lining 
up to endorse him. But since he is a gay man, and proudly gay 
at that, we have seen them, and so-called “mainstream politi¬ 
cians,” awkwardly edging away from him; it’s a fate that al¬ 
ways seem to happen to our candidates, and it’s shameful. 

The state Democratic party endorsed Gwen Moore for the 
post, due, we hear, to two factors: the “gay issue,” (which party 
leaders will, as always, deny) and Miller’s perhaps inappropri¬ 
ate honesty. At the Demo convention, he made clear his belief 
that the office of Secretary of State should be non-partisan, re¬ 
moved from current Democrat vs. Republican bickering and 
brawling. He is almost certainly right, but it was probably an 
unfortunate place for him to air the opinion: party leaders, of 
course, think they need ever-stronger, ever-larger empires to 
run. It is not, perhaps, in the party’s interest to have someone 
so honest in that post; it certainly is in the people’s interest. 

Mike Woo, the other contender besides Miller and Moore, 
is the least attractive Democratic candidate we recall seeing in 
some time — since, in fact, his last race. He seems to believe a 
dirty campaign is an effective one: his staff recently sent out 
allegations about Miller on United Press International’s wire 
service — allegations that were transparently fabricated — and 
then took two days off from the office so the story couldn’t be 
challenged. Nasty. Woo also tried to prevent the airing of 
Miller’s very effective campaign commercials, on totally 
specious grounds, and went as far as trying to enlist the White 
House in his petty battle over it. 

If Woo is as bad as he seems, we wonder how anyone could 
support him in this race; we are especially stunned that he 
could be an invited guest at the kick-off campaign dinner for 
Lawrence Wong, the former Human Rights Commissioner 
now running for the San Francisco Community College Board. 

To Wong and anyone else whose minds are not yet made 
up on this important race we say, pitch Woo, and say no 
Moore: vote for Tony Miller. T

Remember the Point of Memorial Day

When I first think of Memorial Day, I envision 
the Indy 500, sales at department stores, and vaca¬ 
tioners taking advantage of the first warm weather 
three-day weekend of the year. Like many, I don’t 
immediately think of its deeper meaning, or that it 
was originally created in 1868 as “Decoration Day” 
by the Commander of the Army “for the purpose of 
placing flowers or otherwise decorating the graves 
of comrades who died” in the Civil War, the costli¬ 
est war in our history with losses equivalent today 
to five million deaths — 85 Viet Nams. 

Memorial Day served more than the honoring of 
war dead. Everyone was touched in some way, and 
nearly everyone had a husband, son, nephew, 
cousin, or neighbor who died in the war. 

In this way Memorial Day had a deeper meaning 
for Americans. It was a way for the nation to collec¬ 
tively grieve its losses, for each family not only to 
honor one lost in the war, but also to grieve all their 
losses, to honor the collective history of all who died 
before. 

My 86 year old mother still uses the term “Dec¬ 
oration Day” even though she, like many of us, has 
stopped the practice of visiting cemeteries and dec¬ 
orating the graves of our own dead, whether they 
served in the military or not. And for many, the 
scattering of ashes no longer leaves a grave to dec¬ 
orate or a location to visit outside of our own hearts. 
This is especially the case in the Bay Area, where 
cremations follow the majority of all deaths, and 
where many of us emigrated alone or in small fam¬ 
ily units, after leaving our extended families and our 
dead behind in various corners of the nation and the 
world . 

I moved from my family home 25 years ago, and 
during that time saw Memorial Day as synonymous 
with militarism and patriotism, something that 
wasn’t easy with the nation split over Vietnam. For 
several years I didn’t want to think about its deeper 
meaning, because somehow it didn’t belong to me; 
it belonged to the military and their families. I was 
an outsider. My dead did not die in wars. And I too 
enjoyed the three day weekend. 

Over the past ten years, however, I have felt a 
loss, a need not just to mourn, but to connect the liv¬ 
ing and the dead; to not just remember my own 


dead, my friends and family, but to honor how I 
have been touched in so many ways by those who 
are no longer a part of my everyday life. Even be¬ 
yond this I increasingly have felt the desire to re¬ 
spect nature’s delicate balance and the connection 
between life and death, knowing that I too am part 
of that chain. 

As members of a multi-cultural society, however, 
it is not always easy to address this need. Any asso¬ 
ciation with death and grief is often something to be 
avoided, or something that is best kept private. Al¬ 
though Day of the Dead celebrations are lively in 
Mexico and in San Francisco’s Mission District, non- 
Hispanics I’ve talked with often feel out of place and 
unwilling to “trespass” on this occasion. And again. 
Memorial Day works well following wars, but only 
for those immediately touched not for those who 
died in the wars against diseases like AIDS and can¬ 
cer. For most, the day has become just another con¬ 
sumer and recreational holiday. 

As a result, those of us wanting to reclaim this 
sense of sacredness are often at a loss. This is espe¬ 
cially troublesome in the Bay Area, which has been 
hit so hard by the AIDS crisis. Isn’t it time to return 
to the original purpose of Memorial Day, for Amer¬ 
icans to collectively grieve our losses? To connect 
once again as friends, families, and communities? 

This coming Memorial Day weekend we might 
all do well to think once again about the original, 
deeper meaning of this day. If you are home, you 
might think about your own friends and family who 
touched your life in some significant way. Honor 
them, say a toast during the barbeque, bring out the 
photo album and remember them as you might 
someday like to be remembered. And help recreate 
a culture that respects those who came before. 

If you are in San Francisco, feel free to drop by 
the First Unitarian Center at 1187 Franklin Street 
at Geary from 5:00 to 7:00 pm to share and collec¬ 
tively honor in a celebration of life those who have 
touched us, those we miss, and those we will never 
forget. Individuals who have lost a partner, family 
member, or friend, and whose death they would like 
to memorialize, are asked to bring a sheet of paper 
with the person’s name and any message, poem, or 
prayer for inclusion in this non-denominational rit¬ 
ual.

Other Side of the Story 

My lover and I read the article, “PWA Fights 
Bashing, Discrimination in Stockton” by Marv. Shaw 
(Mar. 31), and were shocked by the allegations made 
by Gary Sebastian against his former landlord, Janice 
Burdette. There is a side to the story that was not told 
in that article. 

When Gary first appeared on the scene, Janice 
Burdette believed, as we all did, the stories he told 
about having AIDS and not expecting to live much 
longer. He was very convincing and she did all she 
could for him. She let him live in an apartment that 
she had recently fixed up. She let him owe her money 
for rent because she believed his stories about income 
problems and how Social Security had been jerking 
him around. She loaned him money and bought him 
food, not wanting him to go hungry. She became his 
own personal taxi service, taking him wherever he 
wanted to go. She gave him furniture for his apart¬ 
ment. In fact, most of his so-called “belongings” came 
from Janice and her friends who were sympathetic to 
his situation. She made herself available to him day 
and night. 

Eventually, it came out that Gary had been lying to 
her and everyone else about his income problems. Ac¬ 
tually, he had been receiving and cashing checks from 
Social Security all along. So, what happened to all that 
money? On top of that, he rummaged through her per¬ 
sonal belongings (she had allowed him free access to 
her home) and obtained her Social Security number 
as well as other personal information which he then 
used to have a phone installed (illegally) in his apart¬ 
ment, but in her name. She knew nothing about it un¬ 
til her own phone was disconnected for non-payment 
of the bill he ran up. She had to make a police report 
to have her phone service restored. 

After confronting Gary with his actions, he respond¬ 
ed with wild psychotic rages. He not only trashed his 
apartment more than once, he also threw a can of stain 
against a wall in the lobby which Janice had recently 
redecorated. The can popped open and splattered 
everywhere. The newly-painted walls as well as the 
new carpet were ruined. It is no wonder Janice wanted 
to evict him. All she did was help him and in return 
he lied, cheated, stole and trashed the apartment she 
and others worked hard to make nice for him. 

As for his allegations of physical abuse, these are 
not to be believed. Nobody pushed him out of a 
second-story window. He lived on the first floor of the 
building. He opened the window himself, jumped out, 
ran across the street yelling that someone was after 
him and forced his way into the apartment of a fami¬ 
ly he didn’t even know. They had to call the police to 
remove him! 

After Gary was finally evicted and living elsewhere, 
I helped Janice (as did others) clean out that apartment. 
It was a disaster. Trash everywhere. The kitchen was 
full of dirty dishes and garbage. Mold was growing 
all over it. The once-smooth hardwood floor was 
covered with indentions caused by some heavy object 
that he repeatedly dropped and banged against the 
floor. The neighbors had previously complained about 
the noise because sometimes it would go on all night 
long. While sorting through the mess, we ran across 
a collection of books and informational materials 
about HIV and AIDS. No wonder he knew so much 
and was so convincing. He had his own personal 
library of symptoms and illnesses to choose from. 

Janice Burdette is not the only person he lied to and 
fooled. After a while, even the San Joaquin AIDS 
Foundation and Department of Public Health wash¬ 
ed their hands of him and wanted nothing to do with 
him. One of these days, his lawyers will find that he 
has lied to them also. It seems they have taken on a 
case without actually investigating the facts or the 
character of their client. Someday they will regret 
believing him.

McFeeley on the "Speak Out” Project 

The recent article “Your HRCF Donations at Work” 
states that the Human Rights Campaign Fund has 
been criticized for sending 29,000 “Speak Out” 
mailgrams to President Clinton urging him to issue 
a statement opposing anti-gay ballot initiatives. No one 
from the Campaign Fund was asked to comment on 
this criticism from an unnamed source. Despite the 
fact that two of us are quoted in the story, neither of 
us was questioned on these charges or asked to clarify 
several factual errors included in the article. 

The article asserts that HRCF makes money from 
the “Speak Out” program and that Speak Out mem¬ 
bers “agree to have a credit card account billed for a 
certain number of mailgrams... throughout the year. 
Their accounts are not billed until the messages are 
sent.” This is an error. We do not charge peoole’s 
credit cards each time a message is sent. All “Speak 
Out” participants pay in full for their messages in ad¬ 
vance. The messages are then sent by the Campaign 
Fund when they are strategically useful and members 
are subsequently informed of which messages were 
sent from them. The Campaign Fund’s general 
revenues subsidize the program. 

Your article asserts that “a portion of each fee goes 
to Western Union for the actual mailgram.” This is an 
error. In early 1990, the Campaign Fund terminated 
its relationship with Western Union following the 
company’s effort to have the San Francisco Human 


Rights Ordinance overturned as unconstitutional. 
After losing our account. Western Union changed 
their position, but the Campaign Fund has never 
engaged them as a vendor since that time. 

The Campaign Fund recognizes that personal let¬ 
ters and phone calls are often more effective than 
mailgrams. We have developed programs such as the 
Federal Advocacy Network (FAN) to encourage every 
member of our community to communicate regular¬ 
ly with their members of Congress. However, over¬ 
night mailgrams remain an important political tool 
for our community when issues come up that require 
an immediate or large response. “Speak Out” allows 
lesbian and gay Americans to fight back against the 
avalanche of radical right letters, calls and yes, 
telegrams that members of Congress receive every 
day. Our program allows us to fight fire with fire and 
we are very proud of it. 

Finally, we stand by the decision to send “Speak 
Out” messages to the president on the issue of anti¬ 
gay ballot measures. Our decision was made for 
carefully considered tactical reasons. We do not think 
it was “a waste.” Rather, we believe it was an effective 
use of the program. Despite uninformed criticism, we 
continue to believe the decision was correct.

The Dianne and Bill Road Show 


W hen you’re a politi¬ 
cian running for re- 
election it doesn’t 
get any better than 
this: a ride from Washington 
to your home state on Air 
Force One with the President 
of the United States, photo 
ops with the number one guy 
at every turn (particularly im¬ 
pressive when you step off 
the plane with the President 
in the country’s number two 
media market), and every¬ 
thing topped off with a couple 
of fundraisers attended by the 
Prez that nets your campaign 
a cool $1 million bucks. 

Dianne Feinstein, already 
considered a shoo-in for re- 
election in November, had 
plenty of reason to smile last 
weekend as President Clinton

pushed her forward at every 
opportunity during his two- 
day trip to the state, his 
twelfth since becoming Pres¬ 
ident. 

Although some would 
claim that Clinton’s populari¬ 
ty is diminished somewhat in 
California, no one knows bet¬ 
ter than the President himself 
how politically vital this state 
is to his re-election chances in 
1996. The extent to which he 
went for Feinstein last week 
only highlights the impor¬ 
tance of carrying California 
when he seeks his second 
term. 

Feinstein might be in for a 
bit of a tougher fight than 
many think when she faces 
multimillionaire Republican 
Michael Huffington this fall, 
but she can count on all the 
help she needs from Washing¬ 
ton and the Democratic Party 
between now and the Novem¬ 
ber general election. The sen¬ 
ator’s campaign people have 
been told in no uncertain 
terms that “Dianne’s re-elec¬ 
tion is definitely one of the 
most important” in the coun¬ 
try, and you can look for the 
president. Vice President A1 
Gore, and cabinet bigwigs ga¬ 
lore to be here in the coming 
months. 

Simply put. Bill Clinton 
needs to carry California in 
1996 if he is to be re-elected, 
and his party needs to make 
sure Feinstein wins again, as 
well as to do all it can to re¬ 
place Pete Wilson with a 
Democrat in the statehouse. 

Despite recent polls that 
show Huffington — who spent 
more than $5 million of his 
personal fortune less than two 
years ago to buy a seat in the 
House of Representatives — 
gaining on the popular Fein¬ 
stein, things look exceptional¬ 


ly good for the senior senator, 
and she continues to pick up 
important endorsements from 
across the state’s political 
spectrum. Huffington’s per¬ 
sonal millions aside (he is said 
to have pledged as much as 
$10 million of his own to get 
elected to the Senate), Fein¬ 
stein will not want for politi¬ 
cal funds herself. Not only 
does she have an enormously 
wealthy husband, she is a mil¬ 
lionaire in her own right — 
and she can depend on 
Democrats across the country 
to come to her aid with big 
bucks as well. 

To add to the state Repub¬ 
licans’ woes in the Feinstein 
Senate race, rumors out of 
Los Angeles this week all but 
confirmed that L. A. Mayor 
Richard Riordan, a Republi¬ 
can, will endorse Democrat 
Feinstein over any of the po¬ 
tential Republican candidates. 
Indeed, this will likely be the 
most expensive U. S. Senate 
race in the country this year 
(some are predicting as much 
as $60 million before this one 
is over), but I’d put my early 
money on Dianne Feinstein 
to win this one in November 
— and win it big.

Inci¬ 
dentally, the latest Field Poll 
shows Miller running second 
in this race, only six percent¬ 
age points behind the better 
financed Woo — with a whop¬ 
ping 49 percent undecided, 
making the nomination of 
Tony Miller for Secretary of 
State easily possible if we all 
get out and support him.

7: 

•Kathleen Brown has the 
Demo nomination for Gover¬ 
nor sewed up, despite late 
money of his own going into 
Garamendi’s campaign.

Our Backs in 1991 the publi¬ 
cation, which is a part of 
Blush productions, has gone 
through three editors. The 
most recent editor was 
Heather Findlay, who is now 
the editor of Girlfriends. 

Leaving Backs 



Findlay left On Our Backs 
“with a great deal of sadness 
and regret” because she feels 
that in the ten years that the 
magazine of lesbian sex has 
existed “it has been a very 
important part of the lesbian 
community.” However, she 
found it “extremely difficult 
to put out a sophisticated na¬ 
tional sex magazine on a zine 
budget.” Findlay was also 
frustrated because many of 
the writers and photogra¬ 
phers with whom she worked 
at On Our Backs were not 
being paid on time. One con¬ 
tributor with whom I spoke, 
Stepanie Rosenbaum, was not 
paid for several months after 
her piece was published. 

After the staff of On Our 
Backs (except Melissa Mur¬ 
phy and Debbie Sundahl) de¬ 
cided to leave, they found 
themselves to be a talented 
group of unemployed women 
with the desire to publish a 
national lesbian magazine.

dent will likely see East Bay 
Assemblywoman Delaine 
Eastin and Maureen DiMarco 
in a November runoff. 

•Assemblywoman Jackie 
Speier, representing northern 
San Mateo’s 19th District since 
1986, is very definitely a 
Democrat, but the woman is 
so popular she has no Repub¬ 
lican opponent in November, 
and some of her (jOP friends 
are even working to get her 
their party’s nomination as 
well. Speier will likely be the 
nominee of both parties and 
will face only token opposition 
from an unknown Peace and 
Freedom Party candidate. 

•State Democrats stand a 
good chance of picking up 
most of the statewide constitu¬ 
tional offices this year, except 
in the Attorney General race, 
where unknown Assembly- 
man Tom Umberg is having 
big troubles gaining name 
recognition. Most observers 
see incumbent Dan Lungren, 
the darling of the party’s far 
right, easily the favorite in this 
one (though it’s a looonnnggg 
time from June till November.) 


They are looking forward 
to their first issue with a 
great deal of enthusiasm, 
since the material that has 
been submitted so far has 
been “very diverse.”

More Missing Kissing

T he May 18 episode of 
Melrose Place provid¬ 
ed gay character “Matt” 
with an all-too-rare 
chance at romance. In the 
episode, Matt connects with 
“Rob,” a friend of another lead 
character (“Billy”). The script 
managed to make a number of 
worthwhile points. For exam¬ 
ple, Rob educates Billy by co¬ 
gently answering such ques¬ 
tions as “did you always know 
you were gay?” 

Much debated, however, 
was whether or not Matt and 
Rob would be shown “actual¬ 
ly” kissing. The original script 
called for such a kissing scene, 
but it was cut from the final 
production. Instead, that kiss— 
like so many other others in 
recent TV history — was left to 
the viewer’s imagination. 

Melrose Place has, of 
course, made a concerted ef¬ 
fort to provide affirmative and 
progressive story lines. The 
decision to censor the kissing 
scene is, however, a capitula¬ 
tion to homophobia. That deci¬ 
sion is based in bizarre and in¬ 
defensible programming stan¬ 
dards that permit (and pro¬ 
mote) violence between men, 
but not loving. 

On American television, 
two men killing each other is 
okay; two men kissing is be¬ 
yond the pale.

Readers, Writers Conference 
Draws Hundreds of Gay Literati

Four hundred gays, les¬ 
bians and adventurous souls 
indulged in forbidden intellec¬ 
tual fruit at last weekend’s lo¬ 
cal Readers and Writers Con¬ 
ference, sponsored by A Dif¬ 
ferent Light at the Women’s 
Building. Not since the Out- 
Write Conference over two 
years ago have so many Bay 
Area readophiles and write-a- 
holics come together in queer 
literary glee. Interestingly, 
less than a third of those pre¬ 
sent were men — and over 
half of attendees identified as 
people of color or mixed race, 
judging by workshop atten¬ 
dance. 

The mostly under-30 
crowd convened for a show 
“Honoring Our Heritages’’ on 
Friday, May 20. Among 
standout performers were 
Justin Bond in remarkably 
low key; Ruven Hannah in or¬ 
thodox Jewish philacteries 
and leather drag Shaffiq Es- 
sajee — who donned a sari to 
read a letter from his funda¬ 
mentally Muslim mother; and 
Wayne Corbitt church preach¬ 
ing eroticism. Even so, none 
outshone Nao Bustamante, at¬ 
tired in bikini top, girlie-girl 
trucker mudflap loincloth, 
and a feather headdress: 
mounting a big burrito in a 
dildo harness, she offered all 
guilt-ridden white males and 
“those who know any or have 
one of them inside” a way to 
absolve themselves of 502 
years of oppression — just 
kneel at her feet and bite that 
burrito. Half-a-dozen did. 

The next day’s talkfest got 
into full swing with a keynote 
panel called Voices In Print. 
Four heavy-hitters took turns 
looking at the difference be¬ 
tween publishing with a big 
commercial house versus a 
smaller independent commu¬ 
nity press. Such “niche” pub¬ 
lishing is often a euphemism 
— meaning gay or lesbian — as 
was pointed out in the intro¬ 
duction by moderator Amy 
Scholder, a hot young editor 
at City Lights and at Ser¬ 
pent’s Tail/High Risk. 

Poet and novelist Jewelle 
Gomez shared her frustra¬ 
tions trying to break into 
print in mainstream publish¬ 
ing houses; “We already have 
a black woman writer this 
year,” she was once informed. 
Even worse, she recalled, was 
being told that her main char¬ 


acter in The Gilda Stories, a 
black lesbian vampire looking 
for a new community after 
the Civil War, “was ‘too com¬ 
plex!’ So those who like their 
people of color one-dimen¬ 
sional, don’t read my book.” 

Next on the line-up was 
Allen Berube, author of Com¬ 
ing Out Under Fire and the 
film based on it, which opens 
May 27 for a full week at the 
Castro Theater. Berube 
traced his own development 
as a community-based schol¬ 
ar, from a working class 
background without any col¬ 
lege degrees. He began by do¬ 
ing a slide show — exactly 15 
years ago in June of 1979, also 
at the Women’s Building — on 
the history of lesbians passing 
as men in gold-rush Califor¬ 
nia. After someone found a 
boxful of love letters from 
World War II GIs, he created 
a new slide show. The Advo¬ 
cate published the script. 
Then Mother Jones featured 
his work as a cover story. 
Next thing he knew, several 
big publishers were offering 
$30,000 advances on a book, 
and Berube chose the one 
that usually does military 
books. 

Helen Zia, an ex-executive 
editor at Ms. magazine now 
with Woman’s Day, dis¬ 
cussed the economics of pub¬ 
lishing, “the politics of it, the 
corporate nature of it,” and its 
bottom line of profitability. 

Local hero Dorothy Alli¬ 
son (her Bastard Out of Car¬ 
olina was shortlisted for the 
National Book Award, her lat¬ 
est out is Skin) continued to 
win the audience’s heart by 
complaining that Glamour 
magazine is now publishing a 
story by her — but only after 
eighteen editors had their 
way with it. “Then they want¬ 
ed to send a photographer. 
And they wanted to send a 
makeover crew. I told them 
I’m not doing that this 
decade.” Once a teacher of 
writing at A Different Light, 
she continued to encourage 
young talent with advice: “I’m 
45 years old and my first nov¬ 
el was printed two years ago. 
The only hustle I know is to 
do the work you want to do 
anyway.” 

This inspirational keynote 
was followed by short 
readings plus three sets of 
“choose-one” panels. At “In¬ 
spired by the Mediterranean” 
Nikos Diaman related being

lured back to his Greek roots 
by Lawrence Durrell’s de¬ 
scriptions of lemons; Denise 
Leto told of being shamed by 
the nuns for being Sicilian 
and too dark; and Mary Sa¬ 
lome (daughter of a Syrian 
Christian and an Irish-Ameri- 
can Catholic) asserted she is 
still Arab even if “I don’t 
wear embroidered scarves or 
ululate regularly.” 

“Writing Working Class” 
drew an overflow crowd to 
hear Tommi Avicolli Mecca 
read from his novel-in- 
progress Dagos, and Chea 
Villanueva share pieces from 
her reform-school stories. 
Sauda Burch, an African- 
American lesbian ex-editor 
for Ache, suspected “a secret 
language in college that opens 
doors to who gets published 
and who does not. And I was 
silent for years for not know¬ 
ing that language. Writing 
was my refuge. I couldn’t 
speak, but I could write.” 

The best attended panel of 
the day was moderated by 
Caroline Streeter, on the top¬ 
ic “Mixed Heritage and 
Queer.” Jewelle Gomez (also 
of Iowa Native American de¬ 
scent) was joined by Lisa Ka- 
haleole Chang Hall (multiply 
mixed, from Hawaii) and 
longtime Chicana feminist les¬ 
bian writer Cherrie Moraga 
for a fluid discussion on iden¬ 
tity. 

The conference closed 
with moving tributes to S/M 
novelist John Preston and to 
media scholar and filmmaker 
Marlon Riggs. To close the 
conference, Professor June 
Jordan of UC Berkeley read 
her rolling-cadenced poems to 
the newly-empowered, but fi¬ 
nally exhausted, crowd. ▼

Stanford Sculpture Bashers 
Won't Face Hate Crime Charges

Although the seven Stan¬ 
ford University student ath¬ 
letes who bashed the campus 
Gay Liberation monument on 
May 16 caused almost $9,000 
in damage to the famed sculp¬ 
ture, they cannot face hate 
crimes charges for the act. 

While the students may be 
prosecuted on felony vandal¬ 
ism charges, California hate 
crime statutes apply only to 
acts against people and prop¬ 
erty owned by individuals — 
not by institutions. 

“It’s a loophole in the law 
that we’re all very upset 
about, but there’s nothing we 
can do about it except get the 
legislation changed,” said lo¬ 
cal attorney Bruce Nickerson. 

Nickerson, a Stanford 
graduate, represents the cam¬ 
pus lesbian and gay alumni 
group. 

“The fact is, this is an out¬ 
rageous hate crime and anal¬ 
ogous to people burning a 
cross on the lawn of a black 
family or painting a swastika 
on a synagogue, except the 
statute does not apply,” Nick¬ 
erson told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “That loophole 
needs to be closed.” 

California hate crime stat¬ 
utes enhance fines and sen¬ 
tences — both misdemeanor 
and felony jail and prison sen¬ 
tences — against individuals 
who commit hate violence 
against others or their proper¬ 
ty on the basis of race, reli¬ 
gion, ethnic background, or 
sexual orientation. 

The vandalism incident is 
considered hate violence by 
outraged members of the Les¬ 
bian Gay and Bisexual Com¬ 
munity Center, according to 
D. Troy Gilbert, an openly 
gay faculty member and stu¬ 
dent advisor. 

“We’ve had a lot of interac¬ 
tion about the incident. We 
see it as a hate crime,” he 
said. 

Gilbert says that the 160- 
member gay and lesbian 
group will be carefully moni¬ 
toring the Stanford student 
disciplinary process the stu¬ 
dents must face, whether or 
not criminal felony charges 
are filed. 

“We feel deep regret about 
the incident because the 
sculpture was created in 1979 
for the tenth anniversary of 
the Stonewall riots,” Gilbert 
said. 

“We await the university’s 
response to this serious hate 
crime, and we expect the uni¬ 
versity to pursue an appropri¬ 
ate student judicial and ad¬ 
ministrative response. Such 
acts are not acceptable.” 

The student athletes were 
members of Sigma Alpha Ep¬ 
silon and Delta Tau Delta, 
two Stanford fraternities. 

Stanford president Ger¬ 
hard Caspar and other offi¬ 
cials have issued statements 
condemning the vandalism, 
but Gilbert expressed concern 
that the matter would be por¬ 
trayed as a prank and not as 
hate violence. 

Although one Stanford ath¬ 
letic coach said that he be¬ 
lieved the incident had been 
“blown out of proportion” and 
that Stanford students “were 
force-fed political correct¬ 
ness,” he later clarified his re¬ 
marks. 

“I do not condone these ac¬ 
tivities and I do not condone 



getting drunk,” said Chris 
Horpel, a wrestling coach. 

Horpel, however, did not 
refer to the incident as a hate 
crime. Neither did Stanford 
Associate Director of Athletic 
Tom Beckett, who met with 
lesbian and gay students and 
decried the vanaiaism but 
said he did not know the stu¬ 
dents’ motivation. 

The sculpture, depicting a 
lesbian couple seated on a 
bench and a standing gay 
male couple, was seriously

marred with black spray 
paint in the attack and a 
wooden bench was rammed 
between the male couple. 

An investigation into the 
incident is underway by the 
Santa Clara County District 
attorney’s office. Charges are 
pending and are expected to 
be filed on May 26. 

If the incident was planned, 
and not a spontaneous crime, 
the students could also face 
felony conspiracy charges re¬ 
lated to the vandalism. T

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Gay Man Sues Enterprise 
Rent-A-Car for Wrongful Firing

The image of a successful 
car rental agency is usually 
built around quick service, 
clean cars, low rates, and oth¬ 
er matters that renters care 
about. But to Joanne Peratis, 
Enterprise Rent-A-Car’s area 
rental manager for the South 
Bay Area, heterosexuality is 
also of great importance to 
the company’s image. At 
least, according to a suit filed 
May 10, “Ms. Peratis advised 
others that a gay employee 
was inconsistent with the cor¬ 
porate image of Enterprise.’’ 

The gay employee in ques¬ 
tion, 25-year-old Rodney 
Bertone, holds a Bachelor of 
Science degree in Business 
Management, was hired by 
Enterprise February 2, 1993 
as a Management Trainee. 
He’d had previous employ¬ 
ment in the automobile rental 
industry, was highly regarded 
on the job, and had received 
an above average review. He 
contends in the $5 million dol¬ 
lar lawsuit that after he took 
a male friend to a company- 
sponsored outing to Dodgers 
Stadium last June Peratis 
“made it well known that she 
was troubled’’ by the gay two¬ 
some. 

After the Dodgers game, 
Bertone contends, he found 
himself the subject of “un¬ 
bearable” treatment. Instead 
of resigning, he worked hard¬ 
er. Subsequently Michele 
Seaton, a location manager, 
“conducted secret meetings” 
with other employees, asking 
each one if they knew Ber¬ 
tone was gay — and if they 
didn’t, she told them. Seaton 
also, the lawsuit contends, 
“asked if they had questions, 
fears, or health concerns due 
to working with a gay per¬ 
son.” 

At the meetings, which 
Bertone believes were or¬ 
dered by Peratis, Seaton in¬ 
structed employees not to 
make gay jokes lest Enter¬ 
prise be sued, and not to dis¬ 
cuss the meeting. 

Then, in July, Bertone was 
required to take a “skills test.” 


He thought he’d done well, 
but he was told he’d failed. 

When Bertone confronted 
Peratis, the suit alleges, “she 
was at a loss to explain how 
any answer was incorrect be¬ 
yond stating that his answers 
were ‘correct, just not phrased 
correctly.’” But, the suit says, 
even before Bertone learned 
the test results, other employ¬ 
ees had been informed by 
Peratis and Seaton “that he 
would not be allowed to pass, 
no matter how well he per¬ 
formed on the test.” 

Bertone was fired January 
31, 1994. Officially, the termi¬ 
nation was because of “tardi¬ 
ness in June 1993, and the ex-

cessiye use of sick days.” 

As required by law, 
Bertone filed a complaint 
within 30 days with the state 
Department of Labor, claim¬ 
ing wrongful termination 
based on sexual discrimina¬ 
tion codified in Labor Codes 
1101 and 1102. He then hired 
civil rights attorneys Bruce 
Robertson and John Duran. 
Duran, a candidate for state 
Assembly, drafted the Labor 
Code legislation. They subse¬ 
quently filed the lawsuit, al¬ 
leging nine separate viola-

tions — including wrongful 
termination in violation of 
public policy (being gay 
means you get to be openly 
gay as a political activity), and 
violation of California’s civil 
rights law and L.A. County’s 
AIDS discrimination ordi¬ 
nance, since they apparently 
perceived him as a person 
with HIV/AIDS. 

Enterprise Rent-A-Car is¬ 
sued a statement to the media 
reiterating their position that 
Bertone was fired because of 
lateness and misused sick 
days. But Robertson says 
that’s “simply a fabrication.” 
Why, he asks, would they 
wait six months to fire him 
for being five minutes late 
once? And, he adds, the com¬ 
pany paid him for a sick day 
he never took — with one still 
owed him. 

Robertson says he has at 
least four Enterprise employ¬ 
ees willing to testify that they 
attended the secret meeting 
(described in the suit as “con¬ 
spiracy”) where Bertone’s sex¬ 
ual orientation and health 
were discussed. He also has 
witnesses who were told that 
Bertone would never pass the 
“skills test.” 

“This has been very diffi¬ 
cult for Rodney,” Robertson 
says. “He’s part of the new 
generation of gay people who 
never thought this would 
happen. He never thought 
that someone finding out who 
he is privately would impact 
on his professional life so dra¬ 
matically.” 

Robertson says the case 
won’t come to trial for anoth¬ 
er 12 to 18 months. ▼

friends, the SHOUT (Stu¬ 
dents Honestly Opening Up 
Together) mentor program, or 
Dr. Virginia Uribe’s non-prof¬ 
it Project 10 counseling pro¬ 
grams; they believed their 
schools had “censored” the an¬ 
nouncement. 

Most students who made it 
to the prom, in fact, were 
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from a school that does not 
censor facts of homosexual 
life. They attend the EAGLE 
Center (Emphasizing Adoles¬ 
cent Gay and Lesbian Educa¬ 
tional Services), an L.A. Uni¬ 
fied School District-autho¬ 
rized alternative school that 
helps queer youth who have 
difficulty attending regular 
classes because of their sexual 
orientation. 

Charges that commission- 
sponsored material is not get¬ 
ting to gay students appears 
verified by a recent Project 10 
field poll that found 13 of the 
42 high schools contacted 
have an active Project 10 pro¬ 
gram, with six others forming 
chapters. But, despite the 
commission’s mandate to 
have a designated liaison be¬ 
tween the commission and 
each school, the survey re¬ 
searcher reported, most of the 
schools contacted either did 
not return repeated phone 
calls; or responded by saying 
“We don’t need one”; or said 
that Project 10 was “not ap¬ 
propriate.” 

Openly gay L.A. school 
board member Jeff Horton — 


who was ill on prom night — 
has been pushing for the state 
legislature to pass a law guar¬ 
anteeing equal access to all 
education and social services 
for all students, regardless of 
sexual orientation. But his 
pleas for queer community 
support — apart from the gen¬ 
erous support of the handful 
of volunteers (including Tran¬ 
sit cops), and individuals and 
organizations which under¬ 
wrote the prom — seem to 
have fallen on disco-deafened 
ears. Now a heartened radical 
right is demanding that the 
L.A. Unified School District 
drop its official recognition of 
June as Gay and Lesbian Pride 
Month. 

“This community needs a 
lot of love and time,” says 
Martina Chaconas, 27, a 
screenwriter who volunteered 
at the prom. “These are our 
children. And they’re very 
brave. Imagine walking 
downtown in drag.”

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Congressman Dan Hamburg: 
Our Friend in the First District

Wandering through the 
Capitol building in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C, one might expect to 
find the rainbow flag outside 
the offices of either of the na¬ 
tion’s two out gay representa¬ 
tives. One would, however, be 
wrong. Neither Gerry Studds 
nor Barney Frank has the 
symbol of gay liberation 
hanging publicly outside their 
offices—but heterosexual con¬ 
gressman Dan Hamburg of 
California’s 1st District does. 

Hamburg looks too fit and 
rested to be a lawmaker: he is 
missing the jowls and pasti¬ 
ness of most men who oper¬ 
ate within the Washin^on 
corridors of power; his face is 
tanned; his clothes do not 
look as though he wore them 
to bed. In fact, he was one of 
People magazine’s “50 most 
beautiful people of 1993.” 
What keeps him from looking 
too much like a J. Crew mod¬ 
el — the only pique it’s possi¬ 
ble to imagine him in is the 
sport shirt knit variety — is 
the intensity in his eyes. 
Whether speaking or listen¬ 
ing, Hamburg’s eyes show he 
is making sure every word 
registers, and when the words 
are his, he is conscientious to 
ensure every one is what he 
means. 

Although not gay himself, 
he is one of the House of 
Representative’s strongest 
supporters of gay rights and a 
nemesis of the right wing: Pat 
Robertson’s Christi 2 ui Coali¬ 
tion gave him a 0 percent rat¬ 
ing, which translates in most 
gay circles to a 100 percent 
correct voting record. 

In the last 13 months, 
faced with a dozen “issues 
[self-] identified by Christian 
Coalition as having an impor¬ 
tant impact on our families 
and our nation,” Hamberg 
voted against Pat Robertson’s 
position every time. The 
votes Hamburg cast, to over¬ 
turn the ban on HIV-positive 
immigrants; to lifting the ban 
on lesbian and gay military 
personnel; and to establish do¬ 
mestic partner registration in 
Washington, DC, were easy 
for him, he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“There are many ways gay 
and lesbian issues may come 
to the fore,” he said in a 
recent interview, “but it’s nev¬ 
er difficult to figure our how 
to vote. What’s hard is not 
voting your conscience.” 

He paused, then added, 
“What can also be difficult is 
getting re-elected.” 

Regardingthe immigration 
ban in particular, he said, “To 


me that was a very easy 
vote,” albeit unpopular with 
many Americans who are un¬ 
aware of the realities of HIV 
and worldwide immigration 
policies. “I’ve been in politics 
long enough to know some of 
my votes will be distorted,”

he said, “but why be a repre¬ 
sentative if you’re not willing 
to stand up for what you be¬ 
lieve?” 

What Hamburg believes is 
that freedom is not a some¬ 
time thing, and that “deter¬ 
mined strength is better than 
anger” in obtaining it, partic¬ 
ularly when it is held hostage 
by the “scary” religious right. 

“You have to stand up to 
them strongly and let them 
know you are a presence that 
has always been there,” he 
said, “by marching on Wash¬ 
ington, for example, and de¬ 
manding legislation come for¬ 
ward. 

“The only thing they un¬ 
derstand is strength.” 

Hamburg has seen a lot of 
homophobia in the halls of 
Congress. Hamburg just 
sighed when asked to com¬ 


ment on his California col¬ 
league — but certainly no 
friend — Robert Dornan, the 
congressperson who “outed” 
Representative Steve Gunder¬ 
son during floor debate on an 
education bill. “Dornan is 
driven by his own fear,” he 
told the B.A.R. “All homo¬ 
phobes are driven by fear 
about their own sexuality.” 

Hamburg’s departed from 
his usual no-nonsense answer¬ 
ing style, however, when di¬ 
rectly asked about the sexual¬ 
ity of other colleagues in the 
House. “I don’t know of any 
other gay members,” he said 
as earnestly as possible. 

The congressman should 
be better at picking out possi¬ 
ble homosexual lawmakers, 
considering a childhood that 
he says was full of gay men. 

“My parents were divorced 
and I grew up around a lot of 
gay people,” he said. “In those 
days gay and lesbian issues 
didn’t even exist [openly]. 

“Now attitudes are chang¬ 
ing. Things are getting worse 
and better at the same time. 
A lot of things are out in the 
open, and I’m an optimist — 
while they may be ugly, 
they’re out there, at least.” 

Hamburg says he admires 
many of his colleagues in the 
House, including Henry Wax- 
man of New York, Ron Del- 
lums of the East Bay, Tom 
Andrews of Maine, Lane 
Evans of Illinois, and Mel 
Watt of North Carolina. But, 
he says, “the Dali Lama may 
be my only political hero.” 

Hamburg is now getting 
his primary campaign under¬ 
way, in preparation for a po¬ 
tentially difficult reelection 
campaign against a conserva¬ 
tive opponent. Interested par¬

Gays Spearhead Corona Heights Grassland Restoration

Surrounded by ocean and 
bay on three sides, the rocky 
hills and rolling sand dunes 
that have become San Fran¬ 


cisco once supported a great 
diversity of life. Only 200 
years ago, grizzly bear, moun¬ 
tain lion, tule elk, coyote and 
the Ohlone people roamed 


the land, while great flocks of 
geese, pelicans, and bald ea¬ 
gles flew overhead. Fortu¬ 
nately, small reminders of 
this natural world remain, in¬ 
cluding Lobos Creek, Lake 
Merced, Fort Funston sand 
dunes. Twin Peaks wild flow¬ 
er prairie. Golden Gate Park 
oak woodland, and Candle¬ 
stick Point salt marsh. 

Kestrals and falcons are 
still spotted on Corona 
Heights and Bernal Hilltop, 
and pelicans are seen in the 
Bay, but most of the large 
wild animals are gone. Gone 
with them is the xerces blue 
butterfly, which roamed the 
meadows between the hills 
sipping nectar from the flow¬ 
ers of native buckwheat emd 
laying its eggs on the lupines. 
By the 1940s, the meadows 
were replaced with develop¬ 
ment and the butterfly be¬ 
came extinct. 

Today, we have an oppor¬ 
tunity to save another blue 
butterfly from a similar fate. 
The mission blue butterfly, a 
federally endangered species, 
lives in fragile and isolated 
groups, feeding on the low-ly¬ 
ing wildflowers that are na¬ 
tive to Twin Peaks and a 
handful of the other 
windswept hills of San Fran¬ 
cisco. Today, the butterfly’s 
habitat is threatened by inva¬ 
sive weeds which are smoth¬ 
ering its food plants. 

Throughout California and 
in other areas of the world, 
non-native plant invasions are 
pushing native plants and an¬ 
imals toward extinction. The 
National Park Service and 
other agencies recognize the 
threat of non-native plants 
and are fighting invasions on 
wildland preserves. In San 
Francisco, neighborhood- 
based groups are attempting 
to save the last remaining 
pockets of native plants. Not 
too surprisingly, many of 
those San Franciscans are les¬ 
bians and gays. 

Being from a small Ohio 
town, I still think that every¬ 
one should be able to experi¬ 
ence natural processes, includ¬ 
ing urban people, clubby 
nightcrawlers, and immigrant 
queers of all types. When I or¬ 
ganized the Corona Heights 
Native Grassland Restoration 
Project last June, I was pri¬ 
marily thinking of the wild 
flowers. I’m a sucker for 
morning glories, Douglas iris, 
and blue dicks — I’m not mak¬ 
ing this up. I’d find a new fa¬ 
vorite every month. 

But I also had the neigh¬ 
borhood in mind, particularly 
the Castro. The project, which 
I coordinate with the Califor¬ 
nia Native Plant Society and 


the Randall Museum, focuses 
on preserving 11 acres of de¬ 
graded native wildlife habitat 
on the rocky Castro overlook 
also known as Red Rock, Big 
Rocky, and Acid Mountain. 

Corona Heights was once 
the mission blue butterfly’s 
seasonal habitat, feeding at 
various stages of its life cycle 
on the lupine flowers and 
buckwheat greens that grow 
there in abundance. This tiny 
scrap of nature. I’ve learned, 
is special in other ways too. 
The hilltop lies very near the 
northern limit for some plants 
and the southern limit for oth¬ 
ers. Some grasses normally 
found in the Central Valley 
grow next to shrubs which 
usually are found right on the 
coast. It is scouted by hawks 
in the daytime and haunted 
by bats at night. One spot har¬ 
bors osoberry bushes that 
bloom fragrantly in February. 
Another is bluegreen in 
March with exactly nine sage 
bushes. 

But it is a scrap, tattered 
around the edges and stretch¬ 
ing thin. It is a fragment of an 
ecosystem, isolated by at least 
a half mile from similar sites 
at Twin Peaks, Tank Hill, 
and Goat Hill. A dog run area 
and parking lot cover sections 
which were quarried for brick 
around the turn of the centu¬ 
ry. Trails make swaths 
through patches of native 
mule ear sunflowers. Most 
troublesome, non-native 
plants find these wounds easy 
to colonize. Experience on va¬ 
cant lots shows that over time 
these few weeds can com¬ 
pletely shade out everything 
else. 

Because of the stresses 
people put on them, natural 
areas often have to be main¬ 
tained once they are pre¬ 
served. What’s more, the 
maintenance of endangered 
species may require active 
restoration of habitat. 

Queer volunteers 

The restoration project has 
been centered around month¬ 
ly “work parties’’ that bring 
out a variety of green folk. 
Because the hill is so small, a 
few sets of hands go a long 
way: bringing out enough vol¬ 
unteers has not been a major 
sticking point — except that 
over the past year I’ve noticed 
that few volunteers turn up 
consistently. My hope has 
been to develop grassroots 
stewardship of the hill based 
upon neighborhood involve¬ 
ment. Who will tend this wild 
orphan hilltop if not the 
queers who live a stone’s 
throw from it? 

Recently, the Gay and Les- 


bian Sierra Club (GLS) spon¬ 
sored a work day on Corona 
Heights. One of several GLS 
members who turned up was 
Kenn Freestone, who also 
works at other restoration 
sites in the area, such as the 
endangered bank swallow 
nesting area at Ocean Beach. 
The company he keeps there 
is different than at Corona 
Heights: at Ocean Beach he 
rubs elbows with suburban 
housewives. Catholic school 
girls, and retired people re¬ 
cruited by the Golden Gate 
National Recreation Area 
Habitat Restoration Teams. 

Kenn said he found the 
work satisfying because it 
made him “feel like I’m giv¬ 
ing something back. And go¬ 
ing back to these sites you 
can see what you’ve done and 
be proud. I’ve been watching 
the native bunch grass 
seedlings I planted growing.’’ 

Steve Neff, former conser¬ 
vation chairman for GLS, 
says that although the group 
will return to the site in the 
future, members haven’t 
adopted it because they are 
looking for variety and adven¬ 
ture. “My personal view is 
that these restoration sites are 
interesting,’’ Steve said. “My 
approach to GLS hikes is 
‘stop and look at the flowers.’ 
But many GLS members are 
interested in long, strenuous 
hikes in the wilderness.’’

UCLA'ROTC Connection Blasted

On Tuesday, May 17, the 
day before a scheduled meet¬ 
ing of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia board of regents to dis¬ 
cuss policy issues, board 
members found themselves 
under attack in full-page ads 
in the New York Times 
(West Coast edition) and 
UCLA’s Daily Bruin, as well 
as in a story in the Los Ange¬ 
les Times. The media blitz is 
the first salvo in a long-term 
battle to force the prestigious 
University of California at 
Los Angeles (UCLA) to end 
its association with the U.S. 
military’s Reserve Officers 
Training Corps (ROTPC). 

The effort is coordinated 
by the Freedom Project, a 
Los Angeles-based ^oup that, 
according to organizer David 
Mixner, represents over 2,000 
local political, religious, com¬ 
munity, entertainment, and 
business leaders, and almost 
every gay and lesbian organi¬ 
zation around the country. 
Prominent names who signed 
the ad’s “Statement of Con¬ 
science” condemning UCLA’s 
“Partnership in Discrimina¬ 
tion” with ROTC included 
Congressmembers Xavier Be¬ 
cerra, Howard Berman, and 
Lynn Schenk, entertainers 
Whoopi Goldberg, Spike Lee, 
Alec Baldwin, Estelle Getty, 
Jack Lemmon, Lily Tomlin, 
Amanda Bearse, Sharon 
Stone, producers Steve Tisch, 
Howard Rosenman, Barry 
Krost and Diane English, 
plus state assembly members, 
iocal city councilmembers, 
and county supervisors. 

Over most of the past year 
the Freedom Project has qui¬ 
etly enlisted support to pick 
apart the military’s “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy outside the 
courtroom. Since judicial de¬ 
cisions are not made in a vac¬ 
uum, the idea is to build an 
environment of social, politi¬ 
cal, and cultural support and 
precedent for ending discrim¬ 
ination against lesbians and 
gays in the military, which 
will later assist judges in de¬ 
ciding that the ban is indeed 
unconstitutional and the mil¬ 
itary should not be allowed to 
continue “the gay exception.” 

ROTC has been a target of 
attack on college campuses 
around the country since the 
Vietnam War. But UCLA, tra¬ 
ditionally a liberal institution, 
has built an especially close 
relationship with the federal 
government: it receives about 
$200 million in grants and 
contracts, $13 million of 
which is Department of De¬ 
fense money for research, ac¬ 
cording to a 1991-92 financial 
report. And the DoD refuses 
to fund universities that disal¬ 
low on- campus recruitment. 

At UCLA, taxpayer-funded 
facilities are used for ROTPC 
housing and recruitment, plus 
three programs (aerospace 
studies, naval science, and 
military science). But under 
current DoD policy, any mil¬ 
itary-career candidate on a 
ROTC scholarship who open¬ 
ly expresses a gay sexual ori¬ 
entation must refund their 
scholarship money and forfeit 
their career choice, although 
they do not lose their academ¬ 
ic credit, according to Carole 
Magnuson, UCLA’s director 
of state and local relations. 

The Freedom Project’s 
“Statement of Conscience” 
denounced ROTC as “a pro¬ 
gram whose guiding princi¬ 
ples officially call for discrim¬ 
ination,” since the oncampus 


ROTC policy of excluding 
only gay and lesbian recruits 
violates non-discrimination 
policies of the college and the 
state, and calls on UCLA to 
“take whatever steps are re¬ 
quired to separate ROTC 
from the University as a way 
of bringing the University 
into compliance with its own 
nondiscriminatory policy. ... 

“To be forced to lie about 
one’s existence in order to 
participate in a university 
supported activity is absolute¬ 
ly unacceptable. Not only is 
such discrimination a viola¬ 
tion of Los Angeles and Cali¬ 
fornia law, it is an insult to 
human dignity and takes a 
brutal toll on the individual. 

“There is no reason and 
there can be no excuse for 
UCLA to continue to accept 
bigotry as part of its institu¬ 
tional mandate.” 

UCLA Chancellor Charles 
Young is sympathetic; in 1990 
he wrote then Defense Secre¬ 
tary Cheney, urging him to 
reconsider the DoD policy of 
discrimination based on sexu¬ 
al orientation. “To have in 
our community discriminato¬ 
ry activity by the ROTC or 
Defense Department recruits 
is particularly troublesome,” 
he wrote. 

And in an April 13 letter 
responding to California Sen¬ 
ate President Pro Tern Bill 
Lockyer’s inquiry about 
ROTC, Magnuson wrote, 
“For a number of years, 
UCLA has been concerned 
with the discrepancy between 
UC and Department of De¬ 
fense policy governing partic¬ 
ipation in ROTPC.” She men¬ 
tions Yung’s letter to Che¬ 
ney and an upcoming meet¬ 
ing between Young and the 
Campus Advisory Committee 
on Gay and Lesbian Issues “to 
discuss additional steps that 
might be taken to protect gay 
and lesbian students from the 
effects of Department of De¬ 
fense policies. Meanwhile, 
you may be assured that in all 
areas controlled by UCLA, 
the campus will continue to 
prohibit discrimination based 
on sexual orientation.” 

Curt Shepard, Campus Co¬ 
ordinator for the National 
Gay & Lesbian Task Force 
Policy Institute and a mem¬ 
ber of the campus advisory 
committee, attended the April 
26 meeting with the chancel¬ 
lor and about 20 others. Shep¬ 
ard, who spent nine years at 
UCLA working in student af¬ 
fairs while earning his doctor¬ 
ate in education, thinks al¬ 
though the chancellor “is our 
friend ... Young has made it 
clear that ,he’s not in a posi¬ 
tion to do anything — even if 
he was inclined to” because 
it’s a University of California¬ 
wide policy decision which is 
up to the regents. 

At the meeting — which 
was primarily devoted to dis¬ 
cussions about a gay studies 
program, funding a staff per¬ 
son to act as a omnibudsper- 
son/liaison between gays and 
the university, and domestic 
partnership — Young said he 
is willing to send a second let¬ 
ter to the DoD admonishing 
them to lift the ban. 

Shepard, who has worked 
closely with the Freedom 
Project, considers the State¬ 
ment of Conscience to be “an 
expression of support for 
UCLA taking action against 
ROTC.” He equates it to sign¬ 
ing a petition that Young can 
then show the regents and the 
government to underscore the 
need for UCLA to come into

compliance with its own non¬ 
discrimination policy. 

“We’re trying to be moder¬ 
ate and reasonable and give 
the university a chance to 
weigh in and respond,” Shep¬ 
ard says, although camdidly 
he admits that he doesn’t 
think Young “is willing to 
push” to drop ROTC. 

Mindy Michaels, an openly 
lesbian UCLA graduate who 
is now working with the uni¬ 
versity’s community relations 
department, says that UCLA/ 
ROTC program also serves 
UC Irvine, Cal State North- 
ridge, UC Santa Barbara, and 
a number of community col¬ 
leges as well. Of the approxi¬ 
mately 22,900 undergraduate 
students in 1993, she said 93 
were registered for ROTC, 
with roughly 45-55 students 
attending each of the three 
programs which enables can¬ 
didates admission into the 
rank of military officer. She 
estimates that about one-fourth 
to one-third are on “some 
form” of ROTC scholarship. 

Michaels says she thinks 
“hell will freeze over” before 
UCLA drops ROTC, but she 
hopes for and will work for 
some kind of compromise be¬ 
tween Young and the Free¬ 
dom Project until the ban is 
declared unconstitutional. 

Mixner and the Freedom 
Project may not wait that 
long. They have enlisted the 
support of Congressmember 
Jane Harman (D-Torrance) 
who sits on the House Armed 
Services Committee and sup¬ 
ports lifting the ban. On May 
9, Harman sent a letter to 
Secretary of Defense William 
Perry about the “particularly 
troubling” issue of DoD poli¬ 
cy enforcement on college 
ROTC programs. 

“I believe there is a clear 
conflict between the free 
speech rights we associate 
with higher education and the 
need for gay and lesbian 
ROTC recruits to conceal 
their status or risk losing 
their scholarships,” Harman 
wrote “However, I have diffi¬ 
culty singling out UCLA on 
this issue, both because its of¬ 
ficials have spoken out 
against discrimination and be¬ 
cause as a land grant school, 
the University of California is 
required to maintain ROTC 
programs at one of its nine 
campus.” 

Earlier this month, she ob¬ 
served, Dartmouth College’s 
board of trustees voted to 
continue participating in

ROTC but to take actions 
such as joining amicus briefs 
in court cases challenging 
“don’t ask, don’t tell’’ and lob¬ 
bying for revisions in the law. 
On the other hand, California 
State University-Sacramento 
announced it will phase out 
its ROTC program, setting a 
precedent for public universi¬ 
ties. “These actions show how 
federal policy polarizes stu¬ 
dents across the country and 
placing administrations and 
faculty, like those at UCLA, 
between a rock and a hard 
place,” she wrote. “I fear that 
doing nothing will seriously 
damage ROGTC and the re¬ 
cruiting process for straight as 
well as gay students.” 

The Freedom Project has 
asked Young to implement ten 
requests, ranging from writing 
letters to discontinuing 
UCLA’s financial support of 
ROTC and disallowing the use 
of University facilities. 

“A University must be held 
to the highest moral standards. 
We, as a community and as a 
city committed to justice, will 
not remain silent or act power¬ 
less in the face of such dis¬ 
crimination,” says Mixner, one 
of the organizers of the fa¬ 
mous 1969 Anti-War Moratori¬ 
um. “We believe the board of 
regents and the chancellor 
should be given a reasonable 
amount of time to respond to 
our requests to make changes 
in their relationship with 
ROTPC. But if we are ignored 
and this ‘partnership in dis¬ 
crimination’ is allowed to con¬ 
tinue at UCLA, we will esca¬ 
late our protests.” ▼

The Enemies Within

O ccasionally, as we 
read through the ma¬ 
terial we cover each 
month, an odd fact, 
coincidence, or occurrence 
leads us to wonder if, like Al¬ 
ice, we’ve stepped through the 
looking glass. 

Before we share some of 
these factoids with you we 
should explain that we believe 
we are involved in a battle 
that will literally determine 
life and death issues for gay 
and lesbian people. And some 
of our toughest adversaries are 
often raking in gay money; 
some are parents of gay peo¬ 
ple, who should know better; 
and some — regrettably — are 
gay themselves. 

What is the CNF? 

The Council For National 
Policy, (CNP), is a semi-secret 
organization with a member¬ 
ship that’s a Who’s Who of 
Homophobia. It appears to be 
the conduit for funds to the re¬ 
ligious right, stepping up activ¬ 
ities in anti-gay campaigns 
across the country, leading the 
charge either through financ¬ 
ing or public leadership. 

Wherever there is a con¬ 
certed movement to suppress 
gay and lesbian civil rights, 
women’s rights, choice, right 
to die, there you will find the 
money and membership of the 
CNP. 

The leader of the anti-gay 
initiative in the state of Maine 
was Linda Bean-Folkers, for¬ 
mer chair and current board 
member of L.L. Bean, the fa¬ 
mous, multi-million dollar out¬ 
doors/catalogue company. Lin¬ 
da Bean-Folkers is also a 
member of the CNP. Imagine 
our surprise to find an article 
in the June, 1994 issue of OUT 
magazine recommending pur¬ 
chase of an L.L. Bean duffel 
bag with an accompanying 800 
number. We called 800-221- 
4221 just to check and sure 
enough, it was the L.L. Bean 
Company in Maine. 

We have to start checking 
some of this stuff out, and we 
have to take a look at the cre¬ 
dentials of some of new “gay 
personas” emerging on the na¬ 
tional scene. For instance, Mel 
White, ghost writer to Billy 
Graham, Pat Robertson, and 
Jerry Falwell, is accepted al¬ 
most uncritically by our com¬ 
munity — despite the aid and 
support he gave those men in 
their crusades against us. He 
was privy to the high councils 
of their power and knew their 
secrets: has he revealed any¬ 
thing of value to our commu¬ 
nity that we didn’t already 
know? He spent 25 years aid¬ 
ing and abetting the enemy 
and another ten years after his 
divorce in silence, although he 
was living with a lover, before 
he began to tell his story — but 
was that just a prequel to his 
book sales? Before White gets 
to be the gay Martin Luther 
King, he’s got some down 
deep reminiscing to do... 

Then there’s David Brock: 
the gay man who dug up the 
Arkansas troopers who made 
the sexual allegations against 
President Clinton is the same 
Brock who wrote the so-called 
expose on Anita Hill, which 
was also a whitewash (pardon 
the pun) of Clarence Thomas. 
For years Brock has written 
for the American Spectator, a 
radical right wing publication. 
This year Brock won the Win¬ 
ston Churchill Award, which 
was bestowed upon him by — 
you guessed it — CNP. 


Bruce Bauer, author of A 
Place At The Table, was the 
long time film critic for New 
Criterion, an ultra-right wing 
sister publication to ultra-right 
wing Commentary. 

Suddenly the infamous 
Marvin Liebman is all over 
the gay community, writing, 
teaching, mentoring, sending 
letters and raising money from 
the gay community “to be¬ 
come a role model for young 
conservatives.” All of this from 
a man who never met a dicta¬ 
tor he couldn’t love, or a death 
squad he couldn’t support and 
raise money for. Our only 
hope is that he does become a 
role model for these young 
conservatives — because if they 
emulate him, none of them 
will come out until they’re 67 
years old and, like him, until 
then they’ll stay the heck out 
of the gay community. 

We have to be aware of the 
hypocrisy aimed at us and to 
speak out about it at every op¬ 
portunity. While Phyllis 
Schlafly (a CNP member) sup¬ 
ports organizations that would 
suppress gay and lesbian civil 
rights, her gay son lives at 
home in order to help with his 
invalid father. 

While Paul Stoos, president 
of California Gun Owners, 
says the religious right is not 
asking for the death penalty 
for gays “right now” he is will¬ 
ing to predict that in 20 years, 
“if gays continue to do what 
they’re doing and the public 
gets to see it, and if they con¬ 
tinue to impact the public 
health dollar — it’s not going to 
be a problem to get it to hap¬ 
pen.” Stoos, who has a gay 
son, is the perfect Christian sol¬ 
dier, an obedient Abraham 
with the knife at his son 
Isaac’s neck, willing to sacri¬ 
fice his own child. 

Similarly, this month’s 
newsletter from Beverly 
LeHaye of Concerned Women 
for America (also a member of 
CNP) is dedicated to the evils 
of homosexuality. While 
LeHaye says, “As Christians,” 
LeHaye says tellingly, if utter¬ 
ly dishonestly, “we have gen¬ 
uine compassion for homosex¬ 
uals because they can be 
helped to change their 
lifestyle. There are many fine 
organizations ready to help 
them.” 

Beverly and her husband, 
both leading figures in the re¬ 
ligious right — he, in fact, is a 
past president of CNP — sup¬ 
posedly don’t know about one 
of their own gay children. A 
good thing, too, or surely that 
child would have been sent to 
“one of those many fine orga¬ 
nizations” for help. 

One common thread runs 
through the actions of these 
anti-gay parents of gays and 
the anti-gay gays themselves: 
they generate money. They 
take no chances with labors of 
love — these folks get reward¬ 
ed with the long green. Con¬ 
sider that Richard Neuhaus, 
the priest who established the 
accord between the Catholic 
Church and evangelicals and 
organized the Ramsey Collo¬ 
quium (see Eye on the Right, 
B.A.R. May. 5, 1994) recently 
received a $657,000 Bradley 
Foundation grant that will en¬ 
able him to step up the attack 
on the gay community. 

Meanwhile, gay and lesbian 
community centers around the 
country struggle to keep their 
doors open, and we’re throw¬ 
ing a billion dollar party in 
New York in June; gay bars 
are serving Coors; and gay 
magazines are advertising L.L. 
Bean duffel bags. ▼ 
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Report Says Gay Men Are L.A.'s 
Most Common Hate Crime Targets

“This report gives cre¬ 
dence to what lesbian and gay 
folk have been saying all 
along — that the ignorance 
about us creates a hate atmo¬ 
sphere that we must over¬ 
come,” says openly gay Los 
Angeles Human Relations 
Commissioner Morris Kight 
of the commission’s 14th an¬ 
nual hate crimes report, re¬ 
leased May 9. 

That report found that for 
the first time in its history, 
gay men surpassed African- 
Americans as the leading tar¬ 
get of hate crimes. Overall 
hate crimes in 1993 were up 
six percent, a rise that actual¬ 
ly was less than in previous 
years. 

Disturbingly, 43.2 percent 
of reported hate crimes in¬ 
volved violent assault. 

In a news conference, the 
commission’s outgoing execu¬ 
tive director Eugene Mornell 
noted that the most dramatic 
increase in their hate crime 
statistics resulted from the 
number of incidents based on 
sexual orientation — up 49.7 
percent from last year. 

The report found that gay 
men were targeted in 27 per¬ 
cent (or 211) of the 783 hate 
crimes reported to the com¬ 
mission by nine major law en¬ 
forcement agencies and com¬ 
munity organizations, such as 
the Anti-Violence Project of 
the Los Angeles Gay & Les¬ 
bian Community Services 
Center. 

African Americans were 
targeted 22.9 percent of the 
time (179 out of 783 reported 
hate crimes), while 14.6 per¬ 
cent (114) of hate crimes were 
directed against Jews — al¬ 
though Jews were the targets 
of 95.8 percent of all hate 
crimes against religious 
groups. Whites accounted for 
112; Latinos, 68; Asians, 44; 
lesbians, 30; gender, 5; and 
“others,” 20. 

“We’re alarmed but not 
surprised. We still believe this 
is only the tip of the iceberg. 
The change is that the vio¬ 
lence we’ve historically suf¬ 
fered is finally coming to 
light. We are starting to see a 
closer reflection in reality of 
numbers being reported,” 
said Liza Culick, director of 
the Center’s Anti-Violence 
Project. “But we would still 
like to see action taken — a 
better response on the part of 
law enforcement, prosecution, 
and the commission itself in 
educating against homopho¬ 
bia. This kind of violence is 
an extreme example of intol¬ 
erance and bigotry.” 

It is believed that the up¬ 
surge in anti-gay incidents — 
ranging from verbal assault to 
murder — is directly linked 
with increasing lesbian and 
gay visibility, especially from 
last year’s debate over gays in 
the military. The Center re¬ 
ported that a total of 217 hate 
crimes were called into the 
hotline in 1993, Culick says. 
Those statistics were turned 
over to the Human Relations 
Commission for its May 9 re¬ 
port. The commission com¬ 
piled and cross-referenced 
that data with the statistics 
supplied by law enforcement 
and other community-based 
agencies, eliminated duplica¬ 
tion, and came up with “a 
huge 241 total” of hate crimes 


based on sexual orientation. 

Culick noted that the com¬ 
mission “made a big deal” of 
the fact that gay men sur¬ 
passed blacks for the first 
time, but still does not know 
“how to talk about women.” 
As an expert, she notes that 
“lesbians who’ve experienced 
violence often say their attack 
was based on gender as well 
as sexual orientation. They do 
not separate it out specifically 
as a lesbian thing.” For exam¬ 
ple, rape and sexual assaults 
are seen as sex crimes and 
thus a crime of violence — as 
is domestic violence. 

“There is a big move on 
the national level to get vio¬ 
lence based on gender includ¬ 
ed as a hate crime,” Culick 
says, “[because] obviously 
they’re missing tens of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands” of inci¬ 
dents. Additionally, she points 
out, these are incidents that 
have been actually reported 
to law enforcement or com¬ 


munity-based agencies, “only 
the tip” of a much larger, hid¬ 
den problem. For instance, 
there are many occasions 
where closeted victims are 
afraid to report a hate crime 
lest they are “re-victimized” at 
the hands of uncaringpolice — 
if any action is taken at all. 
And people of color may re¬ 
port a hate crime along racial 
and not sexual orientation 
lines, for fear of exposure or 
for a myriad of complex is¬ 
sues pertaining to their cul¬ 
tures. 

Culick says the Anti-Vio¬ 
lence Project has been work¬ 
ing in coalition with other 
groups, such as the National 
Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Colored People; the 
Anti- Defamation League; the 
Mexican American Legal De¬ 
fense Fund; and the Asian Pa¬ 
cific American Legal Center, 
to put pressure on govern¬ 
mental agencies. ▼

BOSTON — Tap water 
may be a major source of My¬ 
cobacterium avium complex, 
a common bacterial infection 
affecting thousands of people 
with AIDS in the United 
State"^, researchers say. 

A study involving patients 
with advanced AIDS found 
strains of MAC microorgan¬ 
isms in a variety of potable 
water sources, including mu¬ 
nicipal water, well water, and 
hospital water systems. 

People with severely im¬ 
paired immune systems are 
vulnerable to infection by the 
MAC bacterium, which caus¬ 
es fever, weight loss, and 
sluggishness. Dr. Fordham 
von Reyn of Dartmouth Med¬ 
ical School in Lebanon, New 
Hampshire, estimated 40 per¬ 
cent of the 50,000 to 60,000 
Americans diagnosed each 
year with AIDS will develop 
MAC infections within two 
years. 

MAC infections can be 
treated with antibiotics, but 
von Reyn said the therapy is 
not always effective, and can 
cause severe side effects, such 
as eye inflammations. 

Although scientists had 
previously recovered samples 
of the bacterium from sources 
including soil, food, dairy 
products, and animals, von 
Reyn said. This is the first time 
they have made a direct link 
between PWAs with MAC 
and a probable source of their 
infections. 


In an analysis of data from 
36 PWAs in New Hampshire 
and Boston, investigators con¬ 
cluded that some probably 
were infected through recircu¬ 
lating hot water systems in 
hospitals. Such systems are 
far more likely to harbor the 
bacterium than those found in 
homes, where municipal wa¬ 
ter “comes through once, and 
is flushed out,’’ von Reyn 
said. 

In hospitals, “hot water is 
constantly recirculated, so the 
organisms, which are very 
hardy, can get in there and 
persist for two or three 
years.” 

In addition, von Reyn said 
most hospitals have lowered 


their hot water temperatures 
during the last two decades to 
cut energy costs and reduce 
the risk of scalding. 

In doing so, he said, it ap¬ 
pears they increased the risks 
for infection by both MAC 
and another bacterium that 
causes Legionnaire’s disease. 

The researchers used a 
type of genetic fingerprinting 
developed by Dr. Robert Ar¬ 
beit of Boston University to 
match strains of MAC found 
in patients with those found 
in water. 

Von Reyn said scientists 
hope to soon be able to estab¬ 
lish preventive measures for 
people with AIDS, such as in¬ 
gesting only water that has 
been boiled, and taking baths 
instead of showers, to avoid 
breathing in the organism 
from a contaminated shower- 
head. ▼ 


Expert urges back-to-basics AIDS research 

SAN FRANCISCO — While the drug-oriented strategy that 
defeated polio was appropriate in the initial battle against 
AIDS, a Harvard University expert says it is now time to 
change tack. Reporting in the British journal Nature, Dr. 
Bernard Fields says researchers should go back to basics be¬ 
cause no effective strategies for dealing with the disease in the 
next century will be possible without a sound understanding 
of how HIV works.

Genetic Testing for Breast Cancer 
(And Others) To Become Available

On the heels of one of the 
“hottest” biomedical discover¬ 
ies of the last year — identifi¬ 
cation of two specific genes 
implicated in hereditary 
forms of colon cancer and one 
implicated in uterine cancer— 
scientists at Oncor, Inc. have 
launched a genetic screening , 
service to identify carriers of -' 
the cancer prone genes before 
cancer strikes. 

Unlike recent genetic 
screening advances, such as 
prenatal testing for Hunting¬ 
ton’s disease — a form of de¬ 
mentia — and cystic fibrosis, 
for which there are no cures, < 
frequent monitoring and ex¬ 
amination of the colon and 
uterus, when prompted by 
knowledge of genetic predis¬ 
position for cancer, leads to 
early treatment and probable 
cure. 

One in 200 individuals car- ' 
ry at least one of the two 
genes implicated in heredi¬ 
tary nonpolyposis colon can¬ 
cer (HNPCC), and 70 percent 
of these develop colon cancer; 
50-70 percent of women carry¬ 
ing one particular gene in¬ 
volved in colon cancer, 
MSH2, develop uterine/en¬ 
dometrial cancer in their life¬ 
time. Approximately 10-15 
percent of all colon cancers, 
and a somewhat lower per¬ 
centage of uterine cancer, are 
attributable to a defect in 
both or one of the genes, re¬ 
spectively. All told, more than 
a million people in the U.S. 
are at risk and could benefit 
from the genetic test. 

The genetic testing pro¬ 
gram, still a pilot study limit¬ 
ed to Los Angeles and Ft. 
Worth, Texas hospitals, is ex¬ 
pected to be available at local 
hospitals before year’s end. 

Meanwhile, the Gaithers¬ 
burg, Maryland biotech com¬ 
pany is also gearing-up to be¬ 
gin screening for hereditary 
forms of breast cancer. About 
ten percent of all breast can¬ 
cers are thought to be at¬ 
tributable to defects in a par¬ 
ticular gene, BRCA-1. Accord¬ 
ing to Doug Dolginow, M.D., 
President of Oncor, Inc., sev¬ 
eral research groups have 
identified the chromosomal 
location of this cancer prone 
gene and are racing amongst 
themselves to identify it from 
among a hundred or so near¬ 
by genes on chromosome 17. 
Most experts think that will 
happen later this year. 

Genetic testing 

The Oncor genetic testing 
program will consist of two 
components. The first part in¬ 
volves interactive computer 
software known as the Hered¬ 
itary Cancer Consulting Ser¬ 
vice, and leads individuals 
through a series of questions 
to construct a family pedigree 
to assess cancer risk. The test 
is simple enough to be con¬ 
ducted by a doctor or nurse 
in an office. For instance, Dol¬ 
ginow cited one women 
whose mother and four ma¬ 
ternal aunts had breast, ovar¬ 
ian, or uterine cancer, and 
whose two cousins developed 
breast cancer while in their 
30s. This woman is an obvi¬ 
ous example of someone who 
may have a high probability 
of developing a hereditary 
form of cancer. If she inherit¬ 
ed the gene for breast cancer, 
her chances of developing 
breast cancer would be 85 
percent, while if she didn’t, it 
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would only be 11 percent — 
same as the population at 
large. 

In the second phase of ge¬ 
netic testing, an individual’s 
DNA is analyzed using ad¬ 
vanced molecular techniques

to verify whether or not they 
carry the cancer prone gene. 
Oncor has already developed 
proprietary functional assays 
to determine whether an indi¬ 
vidual carries a defective ver¬ 
sion of a gene implicated in 
colon or uterine cancer. Ac¬ 
cording to Dolginow, “the

functional tests do not involve 
extraordinarily high tech 
equipment, so they can be 
performed at most hospitals 
or clinics. 

There is still no insurance 
reimbursement for the test, 
and when it becomes widely 
available, it should cost “be¬ 
tween two and five hundred 
dollars.” 

At the moment testing for 
hereditary breast cancer is 
much more complicated, and 
entails drawing blood from 
close family members and 
constructing a genetic linkage 
map of various chromosomal 
markers. When the BRCA-1 
gene is isolated later this 


year, testing will become 
quick and routine. It could in¬ 
volve a simple functional as¬ 
say, like that used in colon 
and uterus cancer testing; 
more complex technology in¬ 
volving polymerase chain re¬ 
action (PCR) amplification of 
DNA followed by DNA se¬ 
quencing is a failsafe alterna¬ 
tive option. DNA sequencing 
involves identifying each of 
the nucleotide “building 
blocks” in a gene and compar¬ 
ing this genetic code with that 
of a normal gene in order to 
detect any abnormalities. 

Ethics of genetic testing 

The potential for abuse of 
genetic testing info is substan¬ 
tial: if a woman was found to 
carry the gene for hereditary 
breast cancer, should she 
elect to have drastic breast 
surgery, and if so, when? 
Should her two daughters 
and sister be tested, and if so, 
when? How should she an¬ 
swer questions on employ¬ 
ment and insurance forms re¬ 
garding health? The need for 
trained genetic counselors 
will become overwhelming as 
genetic testing becomes more 
prevalent. Presently, there are 
fewer than 1,000 trained and 
certified genetic counselors in 
the U.S. 

On the other hand, the po¬ 
tential for positive applica¬ 
tions of genetic testing are 
awe-inspiring: in the May 5 
edition of the New England 
Journal of Medicine, it was 
reported that recent analysis 
of frozen tissue samples from 
now deceased Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey taken in 
1967 revealed a telltale muta¬ 
tion in a gene implicated in 
cancer. The same telltale mu¬ 
tation was detected in the fa¬ 
tal bladder cancer removed 
from the former vice presi¬ 
dent in 1976. But as late as 
1973, Humphrey’s bladder 
cancer was described by 
physicians as “borderline ma¬ 
lignant.” Had early interven¬ 
tion to detect genetic muta¬ 
tions using modern molecular 
detection techniques such as 
PCR been available in that 
era, Humphrey may have re¬ 
ceived earlier treatment, sur¬ 
vived, and gone on to become 
presicient. ▼ 
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Homo Homeowners 
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by Michael C. Botkin 

E arlier this month my 
partner and I hosted a 
housewarming to show 
off our newly acquired 
Bernal Heights homestead, 
and I was shocked to discover 
that, at one point, a majority 
of the people in the room 
were homeowners. My crowd 
is not a particularly well- 
heeled one, and we’re more 
used to thinking of ourselves

as part of the queer proletari¬ 
at rather than the gay gentry; 
but there we were, newly 
propertied and talking about 
mortgage rates instead of pol¬ 
itics. 

The demographics of this 
admittedly unscientifically se¬ 
lected cohort of home-owning 
homosexuals were as follows: 
three gay male couples, one 
lesbian couple, one gay 
man/lesbian woman couple 
(can you get any queerer than 
that?), and a single gay man. 
One of the male couples had 
owned their home for nearly 
a decade, but the rest of us 
were new owners, having 
purchased a house within the 
past six months. 

In this we were reflecting 
the general California boom- 
let in home ownership. When 
the interest rates dipped way 
low last year, they opened a 
“window of opportunity’’ 
which an entire generation of 
queers jumped through. For 
nearly a decade property val¬ 
ues in trendy San Francisco 


were so high that home own¬ 
ership seemed an impossible 
dream, unless you were will¬ 
ing to move to Concord or 
some equally dismal suburb. 
Despite our allegedly high 
“discretionary” incomes, few 
gays could afford to buy into 
our own neighborhoods. I 
don’t know of any gays 
who’ve bought homes in the 
last eight years; but when we 
saw our brief chance, after 
years of pent-up longing, we 
all jumped at it. And it’s a 
good thing we did, because 
the rates have since risen and 
that “window” is slowly slid¬ 
ing shut. If you’re sitting on 
the fence. I’d suggest jumping 
now unless you want to wait 
another decade. 

None of us bought land in 
or even near the Castro, 
which many people think of 
as being “the” gay neighbor¬ 
hood, let alone in “homo 
heights,” the Upper Market 
area just uphill of it. We may 
be better off than I used to 
think, but we’re not that rich! 
Five out of six of us located 
in the Mission/Potrero/ Bernal 
area (and the sixth in Oak¬ 
land). These are quietly queer 
neighborhoods, hosting large 
and growing populations of 
homosexuals amid a delight¬ 
fully eclectic mix of cultures 
and ethnicities. In fact, one of 
the dailies recently described 
Bernal Heights as being a 
popular spot for “upwardly 
mobile” lesbians. I haven’t no¬ 
ticed droves of upscale lip¬ 
stick lesbians in Volvos in the 
area, but discreet rainbow 


stickers can be seen on a com¬ 
fortable plurality of local cars. 

Invisible PWAs 

AIDS had a subtle but per¬ 
vasive influence on this queer 
landbuying boomlet. Two of 
the male couples have at least 
one member with HIV, and 
this directly affected the deci¬ 
sion to buy a house. If you’re 
sinking fast, the notion of 
buying a house is singularly 
unappealing. I recall one time, 
years ago, when I nastily put 
down my partner’s tentatively 
expressed interest in home 
ownership by bitterly suggest¬ 
ing it as “something you can 
do with your next boyfriend.” 

The flip side is that when 
your health improves the 
prospect of the security of 
ownership regains its allure. 
In both HIVer households, 
the successful resolution of an 


opportunistic infection and 
prospects of relatively stable 
health for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture encouraged us to take 
the plunge while the rates 
were low. 

Half of the recent home- 
owners were partly or entire¬ 
ly financed by money inherit¬ 
ed from a recently deceased 
PWA. The one single man in 
the cohort was an “AIDS wid¬ 
ow,” investing his partner’s 
life insurance. It seems to me 
that most of the gay home- 
owners of the previous gener¬ 
ation, like my friend Andy, 
were single, whereas virtually 
all of the current buyers are 
couples (including even that 
sole single man, if you in¬ 
clude his recently departed 
lover as a “silent partner”). 
Now as that generation suf¬ 
fers terrible attrition due to 
AIDS, we stand as their in¬ 
heritors. It’s true that gays of¬ 
ten don’t have children, but 
we still pass on our estates to 
the heirs of our non-biological 
families. 

Both of the HIVer couples 
engaged in what I call the “In¬ 
visible PWA” effect. When 
one partner is healthy and/or 
well-employed and possessed 
of a decent credit rating, and 
the other partner is a PWA 
with serious health problems 
and/or a hopelessly fucked-up 
credit history (but also, per¬ 
haps, a large chunk of inherit¬ 
ed cash), it makes sense to 
leave the fiscally impaired 
partner off the mortgage. If 
gays were allowed to get mar¬ 
ried the HIVer’s hopeless 
credit rating would certainly 
taint his partner’s; but since 
our relationships are invisible 
to the law this doesn’t occur. 
A PWA can silently bankroll 
a healthy partner’s down pay¬ 
ment on a house and depend 
on subsidiary legal paper¬ 
work to protect their invest¬ 
ment. 

Is this taking advantage of 
the system? You bet: our atti¬ 
tude is that the system has 
screwed us over so badly that 
you have to take back what¬ 
ever you can get. Overall, the 
costs of being denied the 
right to marriage far out¬ 
weigh the advantages of 
avoiding matrimony. For that 
matter, I don’t know of any of 
“AIDS widows” who think 
they got a good deal. We’d all 
prefer to have our lovers and 
friends back instead of a new 
house; but we can’t, so we 
have to make the best of a 
bad situation. 

The next generation 

Not all new gay homeown¬ 
ers are AIDS widows; some 
of the couples in my sample 
got their money the old-fash¬ 
ioned way: they inherited it 
from their parents. But we’re 
all motivated by a common 


drive for security, for a home 
base, for roots in our commu¬ 
nities. I suppose some would 
say that we’ve sold out; from 
our perspective we have 
rather bought in. The funda¬ 
mentalists would warn that 
we’re taking over. If only we 
could! But certainly we’re 
claiming our fair share, which 
the bigots are not accustomed 
to allowing us. 

I find the whole trend en¬ 
couraging. Frankly, a few 
years ago I wrote off what I 
think of as my generation, 
gays who came out after Ani¬ 
ta Bryant but before AIDS, as 
a completely lost cohort. We 
were so ravaged by the dis¬ 
ease that it seemed possible a 
complete generation of queers 
would vanish into the maw of 
the epidemic without leaving 
a trace. So many died, so 
many others were sick, and 
everyone else so exhausted in 
fighting the virus and its ef¬ 
fects (include a wave of homo- 
phobic violence) that it 
seemed impossible that any 
of us would survive. 

Perhaps I was projecting 
my feelings about myself onto 
the world at large, because at 
that time it certainly seemed 
to me that I wouldn’t be 
around long. And perhaps I’m 
projecting again, feeling that 
since I’m relatively healthy 
and a homeowner there must 
be hope for everybody. 

Personal condition aside, it 
is clear now that despite its 
losses the community will 
survive. We were devastated 
by the epidemic, and will con¬ 
tinue to pay a horrible toll, 
but we weren’t wiped out, 
nor are we likely to be. We 
buried the dead, invested 
their insurance money, and 
are moving on, carrying our 
wounded with us. Between 
the disease and the high cost 
of living, I thought that gays 
would have to leave home 
buying to the “next genera¬ 
tion.” But it turns out that we 
are that next generation. The 
homophobes who hoped that 
AIDS would drive the entire 
gay community to the brink 
of extinction, or beyond, are 
going to be very disappoint¬ 
ed. 

This gay land-rush is un¬ 
likely to pay off in increased 
political power in any direct 
or immediate way. But by 
deepening our community’s 
roots it indirectly enhances 
our clout. It makes it clear 
that we’re not going away, 
and that we can’t be driven 
away. 

For the record, controver¬ 
sial advertising aside, none of 
us has ever purchased furni¬ 
ture from Ikea, or plans to do 
so in the future. We may not 
be destitute, but we’re not 
that bourgy! Yet. T

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Tales from the Crypt

I t’s a shame that the film 
Coming Out Under 
Fire wasn’t around last 
year when the country 
was in the middle of its first 
ever national screamfest 
about gay rights. It would 
have been fun to watch Sam 
Nunn struggle with argu¬ 
ments against the simple, con¬ 
vincing story Arthur Dong’s 
gut-wrenching polemic tells. 
Few films have crammed 
more ugly truths about Amer¬ 
ican social hypocrisy into a 
short 71 minutes. 

Based on Allan Berube’s 
1990 book, Coming Out Un¬ 
der Fire looks at a handful of 
men and women, all of them 
soldiers from World War II, 
whose lives were effectively, 
if temporarily, destroyed by 
the military’s aggressive at¬ 
tempts to root them out of 
the service. Over 9,000 peo¬ 
ple, willingly fighting the 
good fight against Germany 
and Japan, were discharged 
during WWII. As a result, we 
are told, they were “stripped 
of their uniforms, deprived of 


veteran benefits and publicly 
stigmatized.’’ 

Using talking heads, mili¬ 
tary footage and personal 
photographs of those inter¬ 
viewed, Dong forms an his¬ 
torical recounting of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s attitude toward

gays. After quietly ignoring 
their presence, the top brass 
suddenly responded to its 
own institutionalized homo¬ 


phobia and resorted to a se¬ 
ries of ever-changing tactics 
designed to root out lesbians 
and gays from the armed ser¬ 
vices. 

Insane criminals? 

First, they labeled homo¬ 
sexuals criminals and later, 
mentally ill. Along with 
pathological liars, vagabonds, 
alcoholics, swindlers, klepto¬ 
maniacs and pyromaniacs, ho¬ 
mosexuals were routinely 
rounded up, interrogated and 
discharged. Then, under arti¬ 
cle 93 in the Articles of War, 
homosexuals were labeled 
sex perverts. Later, the ex¬ 
cuse for dismissal was that 
gays were security risks. Fi¬ 
nally, in the post-war climate, 
they became “threats to unit 
cohesion,’’ a label that stuck 
and was used forcefully dur¬ 
ing last year’s heated national 
debate. 

The military’s various ar¬ 
guments are cut to shreds, 
though, as Dong presents ev¬ 
idence showing the extent to 
which these claims were both 
misguided and unfair. But

M ore print space 
has been given to 
La Streisand than 
seed spilt by 
Onanists upon the sands of 
time.

1. This is the wrong place 
and the wrong time: The

As a concession to 
pop, “A Taste of Honey” puts 
the Beatle’s version to shame. 
Her slow screaming (in per¬ 
fect pitch) to “Happy Days 
Are Here Again” was an in¬ 
credible display of vocal 
prowess. And what junior fag 
could resist her stretch from 
the ridiculousness of “Who’s 
Afraid of the Big Bad Wolf’ 
to the double-gay sublimity of 
a Truman Capote lyric on 
Harold Arlen’s “A Sleepin’

In other film news, Bar¬ 
bara Hammer expects con¬ 
firmation this week of her 
participation in “Out-in- 
Africa,” an upcoming gay film 
fest touring Cape Town, Jo¬ 
hannesburg, Durban and 
Bloemfontein. An organizer 
describes the last city as be¬ 
ing “in the heart of Afrikaan-

Apparently the painting, 
which depicts Captain Kirk 
and Mr. Spock kissing and 
clutching each other’s geni¬ 
tals, created such a scandal 
that one woman, Margaret 
Robertson, who claims to 
be an “art student,” said the 
painting was violating her civ¬ 
il rights because she had to 
look at it on her way to class.

ProducerJamesMackayonJarman, The Smiths and More 


His Own Devices — and Derek's

A month after his 
friend and associate 
Derek Jarman died, 
British producer 
James Mackay slipped into 
San Francisco to attend to 
business and other affairs, but 
also to find some space to 
deal with his loss. 

“One really didn’t have 
any time alone right after 
Derek died. People wanted 
quotes, there were calls about 
retrospectives, and there was 
the service. It all had to be 
done, but it didn’t leave much 
time for grief or contempla¬ 
tion.’’ 

Mackay (pronounced 
“mack-eye”) and I chatted 
twice during his stay, over tea 
shortly after he arrived and 
nine days later over dim sum, 
to get him in the mood to 
present Jarman’s AIDS testa¬ 
ment Blue at the Hong 
Kong Film Festival, his next 
stop. 

In between, he’d met with 
local film folk, introduced his 
production Man to Man (di¬ 
rected by John Maybury) at 
its Roxie premiere, appeared 
in a scene in the upcoming 
movie of Dennis Cooper’s 
novel Frisk, and found a bit 
of solitude strolling through 
the city. 

Mackay also finalized ar¬ 
rangements for the several 
programs he’s bringing to this 
June’s SF gay film fest. The 
centerpiece is GUtterbug, 
Jarman’s last work. A 52- 
minute pastiche of mostly 
1970s imagery, GUtterbug is 
a sketchbook/diary come to 
life, a glimpse into the direc¬ 
tor’s filmic roots. 

Pet Shop Vids 

Mackay will also present 
Projections, visual pieces Jar¬ 
man made for the Pet Shop 
Boys, and “Left to Our Own 
Devices,” selections of influ¬ 
ential British gay shorts. 

No shifty-eyed Hollywood 
type, the charming Mr. Mack¬ 
ay is quite the candid fellow. 
Asked about his and Jarman’s 
motivation for contracting 
with the Pet Shop Boys, he 
replies instantly, “The videos 
were about money, so we 
could do other things.” 

Would that every music- 
vid mercenary produced such 
stimulating work. Some of 
the videos find Jarman work¬ 
ing out shots that later appear 
in The Garden. The videos 
for “It’s a Sin” and “You Are 
Always on My Mind” are dis¬ 
tinctly homo-tinged. 

Daniel Mangin: You and 
Derek met where? 

James Mackay; I was run¬ 
ning the cinema at the Lon¬ 
don Filmmakers’ Co-op. 
Someone suggested I get 
Derek to show his early Su¬ 
per-8 films. He showed origi¬ 
nals because back then you 
couldn’t make copies that 
looked as good, but there was 
always the worry of damage. 
Derek asked me to help him 
preserve them. 

I wasn’t interested in 
archiving history, but that’s 
how I started producing. 
Some very good domestic 
equipment was becoming 
available, and we found peo¬ 
ple who gave us access. 


This is when? 

Late 1970s, but by the mid- 
1980s, we’d gone as far as we 
go could go with that kind of 
support or what, say, British 
Film Institute (BFI) could give 
us. They’d paid for Angelic 
Conversation. Or our private 
sponsors who gave money for 
short films like Imagining Oc¬ 
tober. It was the time of 
Chariots of Fire and that

whole kind of British cinema 
that pissed me off. 

So to raise cash Derek start¬ 
ed making music videos? 

Yes. Derek had occasional¬ 
ly done music videos, as early 
as the 1970s, when he made 
Broken English for Marianne 
Faithful. In 1986, we did pop 
promos, but we only did good 
ones. 

A friend in the know says 
they changed the way peo¬ 
ple made music videos. 

Oh yes. The Queen Is 
Dead videos for the Smiths 
brought young avant-garde 
cinemamakers into the com¬ 
mercial arena. It was all over 
the globe. The Smiths were a 
big cult band then. 

We shot them in hand-held 
Super-8 when everyone else 
was shooting in 16mm or 
video. It changed what record 
companies would accept as a 
music video. Within a year 
we were number one with 
the Pet Shop Boys in eight 
countries at the same time. 

We only did it for one 
year, though. The only time 
we went back was for Pro¬ 
jections and more recently 
with Red Hot [the AIDS orga¬ 
nization that raises money 
with video and musical com¬ 
pilations]. 

Music biz too scuzzy for 
you? 

[Laughs.] Occasionally 
we’d meet nice people — or 
we’d not meet them, like the 
Smiths — but overall it was 
fun. Because we had real bud¬ 
gets, we brought production 
houses money and weren’t 
asking for discounts. So when 
I asked for credit for a film, 
they’d say yes. We shot The 
Last of England for very lit¬ 
tle actual money because of 
this. 

Have music videos helped 
accommodate audiences to 
experimental works? 

Not really. A lot of ideas 
that are developed in avant- 
garde and independent cine¬ 
ma appear in commercials 
and pop videos. That’s how 
the audience processes and di¬ 
gests them. 

They also appear as parts 
of mainstream films. I don’t 
know if I should say this, but 




there’s a whole sequence in 
[Coppola’s] Dracula that’s a 
direct lift from The Last of 
England. Same music, same 
type of scene. Not only uses 
the music, but layers the 
sound in the same way. Oh, 
but that’s quite acceptable. 
Flattery, isn’t it? 

How did Derek fit into the 


British film scene? 

Derek once said to me, 
“You think the film business 
is full of queers, but it’s really 
straight. We’re a minority.” 
That was very true, because 
any queers were extremely 
closeted. 

The whole business was 
related more to commercials 


than the traditions of British 
cinema. The biggest money 
came from commercials and 
the Superman and James 
Bond films. Actually, after 
shooting 300 takes of some¬ 
thing to “get it right” for a 
comrnercial, some top-notch 
talents were happy to collab¬ 
orate on anything unusual 
and did with us. 

But the ones in charge 
didn’t want to have anything 
to do with Derek because 
they knew he wasn’t going to 
be the next big filmmaker. 

Was the gay press support¬ 
ive? 

The gay press could be

very vitriolic, which was al¬ 
ways a shock — the attack on 
Derek for bringing re¬ 
spectable homosexuals into 
disrepute. 

But these would seem like 
the exact ones who would 
go to a museum and oooh 
and aaah over painterly 
male imagery like his. 

Oh but it’s different. What 
you admire in private or dis¬ 
creetly versus what you ad¬ 
mire in public is separated by 
the respectability factor. It’s 
OK to look at Michelangelo’s 
David because it comes al¬ 
ready approved, whereas 
something more contempo¬ 
rary might be construed as 
pornographic. 

We’re not just talking 
about nudity, we’re talking 
about the fear of an up front 
discourse about sexuality. 

A friend once told me, 
“You’re just decadents,’’ be¬ 
cause the films were always 
explicit or open. We were 
dealing with things that were 
seductive. And fun. And 
naughty. 

How did Derek deal with 
the inevitable compromises 
money requires filmmakers 
to make? 

Angelic Conversation and 
Caravaggio were important 
experiences for him. The BFI 
funded Angelic Conversation. 
I don’t think they really want¬ 
ed to make it. After it was 
done Derek told me they 
were trying to shelve it be¬ 
cause they thought it might 
ruin the release of Caravag¬ 
gio. They’d groomed Car¬ 
avaggio for the European art 
film market and this experi¬ 
mental gay movie just wasn’t 
going to do. 

Although he was a tough 
man — if he dug in, it was im- 
possible to get Derek to 
change his mind — he did 
have to make compromises 
on Caravaggio mat he 
thought were ridiculous. Like 
having to substitute a girl for 
the boy in one scene because 
the BFI said we couldn’t pos¬ 
sibly have a 16-year-old boy 
naked in our film. 

That narrow-mindedness 
and pettiness is why we made 
Last of England and the oth¬ 
er films the way we did. 
Derek realized that although it 
would be harder to work with¬ 
out big sponsors, I’d never ask 
him not to do anything. I 
didn’t produce it, but even 
with Edward II, in the open¬ 
ing shot he had to put the two 
guys fucking in the back-

Porn

W e’re so used to the 
sordid details of 
the news being 
transformed into 
so much fodder for tacky 
made-for-TV movies that we 
can hardly differentiate the 
reality from the so-called 
artistic interpretation. Dead 
Heads, a new play by gay 
playwright Joe Besecker at 
the SoMar Theatre, takes the 
sleazy murder case of baby¬ 
faced porn star Tim Lowe 
and transforms it into an in¬ 
telligent, darkly funny musing 
on the nature of porn celebri¬ 
ty, porn obsession and porn- 
provoked murder. 

In Besecker’s able hands, 
what could easily have been

ground instead of the fore¬ 
ground like he’d planned be¬ 
cause the BBC objected. 

You’re not making this up, 
are you? 

No, they really pressed him 
to rearrange it. 

How did the Pet Shop Boys 
gig come about? 

They were going to play six 
venues worldwide and wanted 
a series of films to perform in 
front of. Actually, they wanted

them so they didn’t have to do 
anything when they were on. 

Derek also directed the 
stage performance. It was 
great fun, but not serious work 
— well, it is serious in that 
there are elements that are in¬ 
teresting. A few of them hold 
up as little films themselves. 

How did Glitterbug get 
made? 

Through Arena television. 
In summer 1993, Derek wasn’t 
well. We knew if we tried to 
111 C 11 S.C a conventional film, he 
hadn’t the strength. What we 


did with Glitterbug was to 
transfer the early Super-8 ma¬ 
terial to video. 

Some of the original im¬ 
agery was too dark, but with 
state-of-the-art telecines you 
can correct that. We were able 
to bring images out that Derek 
knew he’d shot but had never 
seen. 

When it was all on video, 
we isolated the diary material 
and transferred it onto a 
nonlinear editing machine at 
full resolution. This was 
around October. Derek said, “I 
don’t think I’ll get involved in 
the editing. I’ll just come along 
the first day and give you a 
few pointers.” 

His memory of stuff he’d 
shot long ago was pinpoint ac¬ 
curate. Because we’d logged 
everything, it would all appear 
on the screen in a matter of 
seconds. 

This really impressed 
Derek, so he stayed all the 
time. It didn’t involve any 
large physical effort like it 
might have before. He was 
very happy doing it. 

Then he got suddenly 
weaker. By January, when Bri¬ 
an Eno had finished the mu¬ 
sic, Derek was in a 
wheelchair. It wasn’t until 
rather late on that he got very, 
very blind and stopped being 
mobile. He was weak, but he 
was still up and on. At the mu¬ 
sic mix, though, we all real¬ 
ized he was getting far gone. 
T

VCR days 

Tim, the young porn star 
whose once-thriving career is 
now a distant memory, 
spends his drugged-out days 
as a kept boy in a dank Polk 
Street apartment. Doug, 
Tim’s sugar daddy, spends his 
days going to AA meetings 
and watching young Timmy’s 
best moments on the VCR, 
even when he has the real 
thing in his bed. Doug is 


bright enough to realize the 
irony of the situation, but an 
addiction is an addiction. 
“You don’t have any affection 
for anyone but yourself,” 
Doug tells Tim, ‘‘which 
makes you my perfect fanta¬ 
sy.” The two men share HIV¬ 
positive status and have un¬ 
safe sex in those rare mo¬ 
ments when the VCR is not 
demanding the full attention 
of the participants. “This is a 
graveyard relationship,” the 
characters keep saying, and 
they’re right in so many ways. 

The inertia of Doug and 
Tim’s existence is broken by 
the entrance of Melody, Tim’s 
pregnant, druggy girlfriend. 
Melody is a wild presence, 
one of those graduate student

NBC's 'Roommates'Disappoints 

AIDS & TV: Still An Odd Couple

C an a major network 
tackle the subject of 
AIDS and be homo- 
phobic at the same 
time? Sure it can. Take 
NBC’s Roommates, for ex¬ 
ample. This made-for-TV 
film, starring Eric Stoltz, 
Randy Quaid and Charles 
Durning, examines AIDS 
from both a gay and straight 
perspective, but it goes so far 
out of its way not to offend 
straight viewers that it ends 
up condoning, not condemn¬ 
ing, homophobia. 

Stoltz plays Bill Thomas, a 
snobbish. Harvard-educated 
gay man with AIDS, who 
moves into a Seattle hospice 
and shares an apartment with 
a straight, bigoted, ex-con 
with AIDS named Jim Riley 
(Quaid). As openly hostile as 
Riley is towards Thomas, 
Stoltz’s gay character seethes 
with equal disdain for his 
straight roommate. It’s a 
slightly darker version of The 
Odd Couple (guess who plays 
Felix), but still contains the 
requisite sentimentality that 
viewers have come to expect 
from made-for-TV films. Ulti¬ 
mately, their journey together 
is a lesson in tolerance. 

Rigid portrayal 

Stoltz’s performance is un¬ 
usually stiff. In fact, it’s possi¬ 
ble that viewers tuning into 
the program midway might 
miss the fact that he’s playing 
someone gay altogether. With 
his long red hair greased 
back, and a tailored, preppy 
wardrobe, the actor looks 
more like Michael Douglas in 
Wall Street than he does an 
honest-to-God fag. 

Which is not to say that ev¬ 
ery gay character on televi¬ 
sion must look the part. On 
the contrary, a wide range of 
gay “types” only helps to 
broaden the playing field for 
gays on television. In any 
case, the affectations normally 
associated with “real gay 
men” are reserved for two mi¬ 
nor characters who also re¬ 
side in the hospice. While one 
character hisses his lines, the 
other’s limp wrists flip back 
and forth with the speed of a 
butterfly’s wings. 

Of course, somewhere in 
between the extremes of af¬ 
fectation lie a multitude of 
equally honest gay portrayals. 
Yet, such is the lack of nu¬ 
ance in Stoltz’s Thomas that 
we know only that he is gay 
through the script itself. And 
those cues are weak, too. For 
instance, he’s neat, he plays 
the piano, the only sport he 
likes is tennis, and he’s an 
avid reader (which is not nec¬ 
essarily a gay indicator, but 
he’s reading Moby Dick !) 

Randy Quaid is convincing 
as the hard-drinking, chain¬ 
smoking “straight guy,” Riley. 
Although his boorish role is 
perhaps less demanding than 
is Stoltz’s, underneath that 
gruff, bigoted exterior, is the 
heart of a teddy bear (after all 
this is television). And the 
film goes out of its way to 
present Riley in a sympathet¬ 
ic light. 

After the two men spend 
their first night rooming to¬ 
gether, Thomas has second 
thoughts. The hospice admin¬ 
istrator, played with cloying 
sweetness by Elizabeth Pena, 
urges him to stay. She be¬ 
lieves the two men need each 
other, and she offers proof.

She tells Thomas, who is a 
former government flack- 
turned AIDS lecturer, “When 
you speak about straights 
with AIDS, there’s an edge to 
your voice. It’s like a bitter¬ 
ness that maybe you’re glad 
this terrible thing seeped over 
to the other side of the fence.” 

Simplistic and patronizing, 
Pena’s comment mistakenly 
places the onus of prejudice 
on Thomas. What decent hu¬ 
man being is glad when 
someone gets AIDS? Yet, the 
fact remains, when a person 
like Magic Johnson contracts 
the disease, it raises aware¬ 
ness, it raises funds, it accom¬ 
plishes more in the search for 
a cure than scores of dying 
gay men. That’s just a fact. 

Stymied 

Even more disturbing is a 
scene at one of Thomas’ lec¬ 
tures, where a woman says 
she’s “fed up with the way 
these homosexuals persist in 
flaunting their high-risk living 
habits, and then come crying 
to us when they discover that 
they’ve been infected.” 
Thomas is speechless (an un¬ 
fortunate surprise, given that 
combatting homophobia 
would seem to be a part of 
his job as a lecturer), and Ri¬ 
ley appears out of nowhere to 
enlist viewers’ compassion. 
He’s not gay. In fact, as he 
tells these women, he’s as 
straight as they come, having 
contracted AIDS through a 
blood transfusion. 

But what about gay people 
with AIDS? Thomas never re¬ 
sponds to the objecting wom¬ 
an and, within the confines of 
this film, her damning state¬ 
ment stands. 

Written by Robert Lenski, 
there are several other script 
flaws endemic to this type of 
made-for-TV film — broad 
character shadings, com¬ 
pressed plot lines. But in the 
film’s most puzzling move, di¬ 
rector Alan Metzger shoots 
two scenes in Seattle’s infa¬ 
mous rain (actually, it’s Van¬ 
couver, and the rain is fake). 
Both Thomas and Riley ven¬ 
ture out into the downpour, 
“sans” umbrellas, which is 
questionable given that both 
men are indeed sick, and 
Thomas is fighting off pneu¬ 
monia. 

Although Charles Durning 
gives a compelling perfor¬ 


mance as Riley’s cancer- 
stricken father, this support¬ 
ing role is not enough to rec¬ 
ommend the film. At turns 
schmaltzy and simplistic. 
Roommates is politically 
twisted and does little to fos¬ 
ter understanding of AIDS or 
the gay community. ▼

types whose intellectual mas¬ 
turbation provides some 
entertaining, albeit absurd, 
musings on life and art. The 
torpor of this trio’s existence 
is shattered when Tim and 
Melody attempt to murder 
Doug, then flee to Los Alam¬ 
os, New Mexico, where they 
hide out in a hotel room. The 
plot thickens when Eric, a 
handsome, mysterious 
stranger, appears with some 
dubious connections to 
Melody’s past. The attempted 
murder leads to chaos, and 
before the action settles back 
down to the inertia from 
which it was spawned, one of 
the characters makes a 
startling revelation and ad¬ 
mits to being able to fly. It’s 
oddly captivating material. 

Playwright Besecker’s ap¬ 
proach to his subject matter is 
pitch perfect. He doesn’t look 
down on these highly flawed 
people, nor does he conde¬ 
scend to them. Each character 
is allowed a certain self- 
awareness that keeps the hu¬ 
mor poignant and the drama 
crisp. Erik Kever Ryle as 
Tim doesn’t have the lusty 
boy-face of the porn star, but 


the fantasy of Tim in the 
porno films. As embodied by 
Ryle and Richardson, Tim 
and Doug are a believably 
pathetic, perfectly matched 
set of codependents. 

Unchained melody 

As the brains behind the 
murder, Danielle Thys’s 
Melody is as needy as Tim or 
Doug but able to hide it be¬ 
hind her empty collegiate 
pontificating. Her constant 
lies (she says her father is Ted 
Hughes, the lover who sent 
Sylvia Plath into her celebrat¬ 
ed hereafter), her inability to 
complete a project, her obses¬ 
sive love of the Grateful Dead 
and her mysterious need to 
sleep with a gay porn star 
make Melody fascination. 
Thys is a flurry of energy, 
and though she’s rarely calm, 
she never lets the audience 
lose sight of Melody’s dark 
side. The baby she’s carrying

isn’t — is probably infected 
with HIV and will undoubted¬ 
ly be born with several major 
addictions.

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Rhino's 'Out of the Inkwell' 

Low-Cal Pleasures 


by Jerry Metzker 

T heater Rhino’s Out 
of the Inkwell is a 
salute to the 100th 
anniversary of the 
comic strip and the gradual 
growth of gay and lesbian 
characters within it. Writer 
and adapter Kelly Kittell 
along with director Arturo 
Catricala have created a piece 
based on four separate queer 
strips with a running narra¬ 
tive by Robert Coffman as an 


out former super-hero. 

This is a low sugar, low-cal 
dessert. At places, it’s quite 
funny and sometimes gives 
the impression of being an in¬ 
dulgent treat, but overall 
there’s not much to it. Kittell 
and Catricala’s interpretation 
of the characters lacks the 
immediacy of the actual 
strips. Instead of providig 
much needed action and pas¬ 
sion these vignettes spend a 
lot of time reviewing the 
characters and all their partic¬ 


ular situations to the audi¬ 
ence. 

To start off, Kittell intro¬ 
duces us to Tim Barela’s 
Leonard and Larry, a leather 
couple who not only have to 
deal with Leonard’s only par¬ 
tially understanding Jewish 
mother but also with Larry’s 
16-year-old son, Richie, who 
complicates things when he 
brings his pregnant girlfriend

to lunch. 

Next we are introduced to 
Rupert Kinnard’s Brown 
Bomber and Touche Flambe, 
the main characters of 
Cathartic Comics. Kittell pre¬ 
sents three separate story 
lines from this strip, including 
the introduction of the white 
Republican Sediah Family, a 
session of Slapology, and the 
Brown Bomber’s unlucky 
transportation to an all-macho 
dimension. 

Then comes Diane DiMas- 
sa’s Hothead Paisan, the 
homicidal lesbian terrorist 
who furiously weeds out 
misogynists from the human 
gene pool whenever the need 
arises. And to conclude, Kit¬ 
tell chronicles the painful but 
valiant death of Andy Lippin- 
cott, in Garry Trudeau’s 
Doonesbury. 

Once Kittell introduces the 
characters, he seems unsure 
what to do with them. He is 
unable' to extrapolate from 
the actual strips those stories 
which would be most com¬

fortable and interesting on¬ 
stage. This is most apparent 
in the section from Cathartic 
Comics, which seems so 
vague that it drove one audi¬ 
ence member to comment, “I 
don’t think the playwright 
gets it,” and because he 
doesn’t the audience doesn’t 
either. 

Generally speaking. Out of 
the Inkwell although promis¬ 
ing, seems unfocused. The 
power of comic characters, 
like the power of television 
characters, lies in the immedi¬ 
ate and dynamic way that 
they come into our living 


rooms and become a part of 
our lives. To turn them into 
single 20-minute stage experi¬ 
ences reduces their personal¬ 
ities and entertainment value. 

Still, the audience for the 
most part seemed to enjoy the 
entire evening, laughing, 
cheering, even participating 
when appropriate. Sometimes 
a low-cal dessert can tide you 
over just fine until the real 
chocolate cake comes along.

San Francisco Symphony '93'94 

Season Finale

T he San Francisco 
Symphony concludes 
the 82nd season, this 
Thursday through 
Saturday, with performances 
of Mahler’s vast valedictory 
Ninth. Previous weeks have 
seen more guest appearances 
by instrumental wunderkinds 
and concerts that did double 
duty as final dress rehearsals 
for recording sessions. 

Finnish pianist Olli Musto- 
nen made the biggest splash 
with audiences and managed 
to antagonize some critics 
with his large physical ges¬ 
tures and diamond bright 
technique in piano concertos 
by Chopin and Grieg. 

Audience members close 
to the stage knew Mustonen 
was sweating profusely and 
after observing him at a 
recording session, I can attest 
to that fact. His habit of wip¬ 
ing his brow with the crook 
of his right arm is more a 
matter of necessity than 
showbiz. The waving of the 
hands above the keyboard is 
less defensible, but Gramo¬ 
phone magazine has said his 
“hotfoot, balletic pianism pays 
high dividends” and delighted 
listeners seemed to agree 
with heartfelt ovations. 

Gramophone awarded 
him the Best Instrumental 
Recording of 1992 for pre¬ 
ludes by Shostakovich and 
Alkan — a stunning debut disc 


that also garnered the Edison 
Award. Mustonen has now 
recorded the Chopin Piano 
Concerto No. 1 and the Grieg 
Piano Concerto with Herbert 
Blomstedt and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony for London. 
The world can actually find 
room for yet another version 
of these old chestnuts if the 
interpretation finds some¬ 
thing new to say. Amazingly, 
the young Finn with the big 
gestures has earned the right. 

Having Blomstedt back on 
the podium for the conclud¬ 
ing concerts has heightened 
the sense of loss over his de¬ 
parture after next season. His 
professionalism and no-non¬ 
sense approach hides a won¬ 
derfully dry wit and awesome 
intellectual grasp. He may not 
radiate personality from cen¬ 
ter stage, but his results are 
consistently fine. 

While spotlightingOlli Mu¬ 
stonen, the maestro managed 
to present some very satisfac¬ 
tory orchestral works by 
Grieg. It is a year since the 
composer’s 150th anniversary, 
but better late than never, 
and the charming From Hoi- 
berg’s Time, Suite for String 
Orchestra and Symphonic 
Dances on Norwegian 
Themes really should have 
been considered for recording 
with the Piano Concerto. 

Violinist Christian Tetzlaff 
made his San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony debut in 1991 with the

but in such a loose and notice¬ 
ably hip fashion that it’s glar¬ 
ingly unconvincing.

Ramon and Kika have 
been in some kind of relation¬ 
ship for two years, but Kika 
is not opposed to an occasion¬ 
al fling with willing Nicholas, 
who lives above Kika and Ra¬ 
mon in a swanky Madrid 
apartment house. 

The thrust of this gangly 
story gets under way when 
Ramon unknowingly video¬ 
tapes Nicholas bopping a sex 
partner over the head with a 
vase while his camera is 
trained on Kika, whom he 
spies on from an apartment 
across the street. After Ra¬ 
mon later videotapes Kika be¬ 
ing raped by a lunatic (in a 
scene that is not only offen¬ 
sively long, but clumsily di¬ 
rected), he confesses to 
Nicholas what he’s been up 
to. Knowing that his own 
crime has probably been 
recorded, Nicholas deter¬ 
mines to get the tape from 
Ramon. 

If the story comprised 
these events alone it would 
provide sufficient adventure 
for one movie, but it doesn’t; 
things just keep getting thick¬ 
er and thicker and suddenly 
you find yourself saying 
‘Whatever happened to 
Kika?” Almodovar must have 
posed the same question at 
the same point, for near the 
end of the film he remembers 
to bring her back, only his ef¬ 
forts to reintroduce Kika are 
so inelegant that it barely dis¬ 
guises the obvious fact that 


she’s become an afterthought. 

And therein lies the big 
problem with Kika. If 
Almodovar wanted to make a 
film about Kika he should’ve 
made the film revolve around 
her; instead she merely reacts 
to things that others — most 
of them more interesting than 
Kika — set in motion. It’s obvi¬ 
ous from even a casual view¬ 
ing of the film that some¬ 
where late in the game 
Almodovar must have real¬ 
ized that his character — de¬ 
spite a wonderful perfor¬ 
mance by Veronica Forque — 
couldn’t carry the entire film. 
But instead of returning to 
the drawing board he tried to 
disguise his mistake by build¬ 
ing around Kika an increas¬ 
ingly improbable plot, one in 
which clever zanyness is 
asked to stand in for clarity. 
None of the tricks Almodovar 
employs can disguise the fact 
that Kika is all dressed up 
with nowhere to go. 

Nevertheless, even a 
ramshackle Almodovar pic¬ 
ture like this one is better 
than the average Hollywood 
film.This is, after all, an 
Almodovar film and all those 
qualities we like in his movies 
— perfect casting, superb art 
direction and lean pacing — 
are evident in Kika. Of the 
cast members, Veronique 
Forque is positively radiant 
and not infrequently hilarious. 
She brings an amazing range 
and depth to a character that 
Almodovar has only sketched, 
if even that. She’s unforget¬ 
table in one scene where she 
appears at Nicholas’ door 
wearing a bright orange (obvi¬ 
ously fake) fur coat, beaming 
and carrying on like the Ener¬ 
gizer bunny.

Peter Coyote, though his 
Spanish is poorly dubbed, 
brings an elegant and studied 
malevolence to the film. He’s 
thoroughly believable as a 
hack writer with a penchant 
for murder. And even though 
the script never makes it 
clear why his character’s psy- 
chopathia should stop for no 
apparent reason at Kika’s 
door. Coyote’s skillful acting 
fills in the blanks. 

Victoria Abril almost steals 
the show as Angela Scarface, 
the power-hungry host of a 
sickeningly lurid TV tabloid 
show called Today’s Worst, 
which discovers — actually 
creates — despicable crimes 
that will ensure high ratings 
for her show. Handsome Alex 
Casanovas, the ever-present 
Rossy Di Palma, and trans¬ 
sexual Bibi Anderson make 
up the memorable supporting 
cast. 

For those who impatiently 
await the return of the 
Almodovar who brought us 
Women on the Verge of a 
Nervous Breakdown your 
watch, sadly, continues; this is 
not a breakthrough film, 
merely the work of a talent¬ 
ed director going through the 
moves. But for those in 
search of harmless, entertain¬ 
ing fluff, you could do worse. 
▼

the most damning evidence 
against the military in Com¬ 
ing Out Under Fire is the 
revelation that the military 
knowingly drafted gays and 
lesbians into the U.S. Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marines 
when the need for bodies was 
at its peak, but later lost no 
time in declaring open season 
on them when the war effort 
began to pay off. 


While lesbians and gays 
served in the military, the in¬ 
terviewees explain, they lived 
quiet, sometimes openly 
queer lives. The two lesbians 
interviewed both had lovers 
serving alongside them and 
several of the men performed 
in drag shows designed to en¬ 
tertain lonely, horny G.I.’s. As 
“Clark,” a clerk-typist ex¬ 
plains, “It was obvious gays 
were in there and being gay 
you know those things. I was

sometimes on patrol...at the 
base theatre and I would 
swish and carry on. And 
they’d say, ‘Look at that M.P.’ 
and I’d say, ‘You girls get in 
line. Watch it now, go on girls 
and get in line.’” 

Other soldiers talk about 
starting a newsletter for gay 
men that used coded lan¬ 
guage to keep their clique 
hidden while both the men 
and the women discuss the 
great relief they felt at arriv¬ 
ing in the military and find¬ 
ing other gay people. Ironical¬ 
ly, they developed a cama¬ 
raderie they would never find 
in the small towns where 
they grew up. The military, 
unwittingly, was helping to 
forge the modern gay move¬ 
ment. 

Vivid memories 

But despite the bright 
spots — romance, friendship, 
gay old times — the humilia¬ 
tion and hurt these brave 
Americans felt, and still feel 
as they reminisce, is palpable. 

Marvin Liebman, the con¬ 
servative activist whose com¬ 
ing out in the pages of Na¬ 
tional Review made a big 
splash in 1990, speaks with a 
charming blend of wit and 
disgust. He describes writing 
letters to other gay soldiers 
using camp vernacular in¬ 
spired by Dorothy Parker. 
When those same letters 
come back to haunt him (they 
resulted in his being dis¬ 
charged) he reveals that he 
never told his family why he 
was suddenly and unexpect¬ 
edly finished with the service. 
In anger and humiliation, he 
burns his uniform. 

Sarah Davis, a soft-spoken 
Aviation Machinist Mate tells 
of her love for military life 
and then, with tears welling 
up in her eyes, talks about 
having her career and roman-

tic relationship ripped apart 
by her discharge. “It made me 
very, very guarded for years 
and years,” she says, “It took 
away what power I thought I 
had. It broke my spirit, really 
— a lot. And it’s been hard to 
recover, very hard.” 

The strength of a film like 
Coming Out Under Fire lies 
in the ability of its subjects to 
clearly and honestly address 
the topic. Dong uses his sub¬ 
jects extremely well. Every 
face we see, every story told, 
builds a biting, angry case 
against the U.S. military. As 
their joyful memories turn to 
sorrow and rage, the sense of 
loss and injustice is over¬ 
whelming. 

Even the inclusion of 
“R.D. Winter,” a former 


Navyman who allows himself 
to be seen only in silhouette, 
is used to great advantage. 
The fact that he hides in the 
shadows while telling of the 
time he spent in the brig is a 
perfect symbol for the dam¬ 
age done to his psyche by his 
own country. T

Tchaikovsky Concerto and, 
while he should always be 
welcomed back, that perfor- 
iiictiiuc Miouiu nave wanieu 
programmers to his rather 
sterile approach to Romantic 
repertory. 

Odd, that a musician more 
suited to modern composers 
or classical writers like 
Mozart should be offered the 
spotlight with the Brahms Vi¬ 
olin Concert in D major. The 
same critics who hated Mus- 
tonen’s theatrics should have 
admired Tetzlaffs restraint, 
but they had to admit his 
showing was less than raptur¬ 
ous. 

The performance was note 
perfect and every bit as man¬ 
icured as the trim young 
artist’s appearance. Passion 
was only touched on in the 
fiery gypsy tunes of the fi¬ 
nale, though I doubt the 
soloist broke sweat. We could 
applaud with sincerity, but 
this was more the excellence 
of a first chair orchestra mem¬ 
ber than a would-be interna¬ 
tional star. 

The second half of the 
evening was given over to the 
Symphony No. 1 in E minor. 
Opus 39 by Sibelius (also slat¬ 
ed for recording by London). 
If this was the final rehearsal 
before commitment to disc, 
what a performance Blomst- 
edt and his orchestra of ten 
years will leave for posterity! 

Every melting tune, every 
changing mood and, most im¬ 
portantly, every shifting pulse 


made perfect sense, and 
Blomstedt seemed to exult in 
his characteristic grasp of 
large scale architecture. 

The First Symphony is 
something of a blueprint for 
the six that would follow, 
each becoming more taut and 
concise. The influences by 
other composers are fun to 
identify, but Sibelius was al¬ 
ready a writer with a distinc¬ 
tive style, and if last week’s 
concerts showed some rough 
edges in the playing and be¬ 
trayed the nagging thinness of 
the violins, what came across 
with power was the rugged 
grandeur of a great writer’s 
vision. 

The Sibelius cycle should 
win some awards as the 
Nielsen set did in 1991. There 
is no Mahler slated for record¬ 
ing, but if this week’s con¬ 
certs prove as revelatory as 
the Sibelius First, who 
knows? ▼

one classy lady. 

4. She never equalled 
Funny Girl: If you only saw 
the lousy later film Funny 
Lady, or aren’t sure which is 
which, do not, repeat, do not 
miss her very vulnerable evo¬ 
cation of the young Fanny 
Brice. William Wyler’s 1967 
film follows a brash Jewish 
vaudeville wannabe from her 
mama’s cardtable to the Zieg- 
field Follies. The balls on this 
girl, her chutzpah is some¬ 
thing to behold when, as a 
mere 21-year-old, she tells Flo 
Ziegfield, “I’m the greatest 
star.’’ In lurid color the film 
features startling ’60s styliza¬ 
tions of ’20s songs like, “If A 
Girl Isn’t Pretty (Like a Miss 
Atlantic City) and “Sadie, 
Sadie, Married Lady,” along 
with Brice’s famed “My Man” 
and Barbra’s superhit “Peo¬ 
ple.” Or, better yet, pull out 
the Broadway soundtrack fea¬ 
turing Sydney (Charlie’s son) 
Chaplin instead of an annoy¬ 
ing Omar Sharif in the film 
version; the original cast al¬ 
bum includes eight songs cut 
from the movie, some for be¬ 
ing too ethnic: “I’m Private 
Schwartz from Rockaway 
and I guess you heard re- 
ports/That the Kaiser runs a 
block away when they tell 
him here comes Schwartz!” 
Go, girl. 

5. Barbra defined 1960s 
and '70s films, but ran away 
from her roots on Broadway: 

For two decades hers was the 
only female name in Holly¬ 
wood that could guarantee 
the success of a film; but 
those films were a mixed 
bouquet. In 1969 Babs played 
Jewish matchmaker Dolly 
Levi in a big, but boring. Hel¬ 
lo Dolly, directed by Gene 
Kelly. Then in 1970 Vincente 
Minnelli directed her in On a 
Clear Day You Can See For¬ 
ever and guess what? The 
lyrics stunk. But Barbra’s act¬ 
ing was terrific, and each his¬ 
torical vignette provided op¬ 
portunities for ever wilder 
hairdos (check out the bouf¬ 
fant pageboy!) and tacky out¬ 
fits. 

In ’73 she made a drama 
for the politicized Vietnam 
era. Sidney Pollack’s fine The 
Way We Were traced the sto¬ 
ry of an emotional female 
Jewish political activist and 
her hopeless infatuation with 
and eventual marriage to a 
tennis-playing WASP. “Why 
can’t you get it?” I wanted to 
yell at the screen. “He’s no 
good for a Jewish girl!” But 
you were perfect just the way 
you were; only you never 
seemed to believe it. 

6. Her assimilationism es¬ 
calated; From ’73 to ’83, to 
judge by the many mediocre 
films she made and dopey 
men she wound up with — 
that quintessential goy Kris 
Kristofferson (you can’t find a 
name more Christian than 
that) and, later, producer/part¬ 
ner Jon Peters. Some say she 
“sold out” by leaving New 
York for Malibu, but I’d have 
to say that had happened ear¬ 
lier when she made a Christ¬ 
mas album. It’s okay for Ey- 
die Gormer — also Jewish — 
but Babs was everyone’s 
Semitic role model. After re¬ 
discovering her religion in a 
small synagogue in Santa 
Monica, she tried to redeem 
herself with Yentl, but it was 
a stale shtetl, a mere retread 
of Funny Girl. Her efforts at 
self-direction didn’t click until 
‘91, when she made the bril¬ 
liant Prince of Tides, in 
which she played a New 
York Jewish shrink to Nick 
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ance. Who was this elderly 
Jewish diva to whom Madon¬ 
na fell down on her knees in 
obeisance, and of whom 
Roseanne gushed that she 
was “like buttah”? Well, it’s 
true that shmaltz (chicken 
fat) is like butter. But didn’t 
she once have a disco hit? 
Weren’t “Women in Ixjve” 
and “Evergreen” her saccha¬ 
rine oldies? Such short mem¬ 
ories young queens have. It 
was only in 1963 that Barbra 
first appeared on TV with 
Judy Garland, who quipped, 
“You’re so good I hate you,” 
to which young Babs replied, 
“You’re so good I’ve hated 
you for years.” 

8.1 once swore to myself 
that I'd never buy tickets 
from BASS. How do you 
spell extortion? Sure, charge 
a surcharge, but make it one 
per transaction, not one per 
ticket! When Milton Marks 
tried to regulate their syndi¬ 
cate, he nearly lost a kneecap.

High on my list of people I admire are writers who, having 
found a safe and comfortable niche, take risks with their writing 
by experimenting with new forms or styles. Jennifer Fulton’s 
first two Naiad novels. Passion Bay and Saving Grace, were 
well-written and entertaining. Had she written a third in the 
same style. I’m certain that I would have enjoyed it. But Fulton’s 
latest novel. True Love is miles awdy from the earlier idyllic ro¬ 
mances. Fulton tells a dark and disturbing tale of friendship and 
betrayal, of love lost before it has a chance to begin. Her use of 
those hackneyed topics is anything but trite. The writing is out¬ 
standing. Fulton uses humor wisely, and the early lightness of 
the narrative voice provides a stunning contrast to the sadness 
and resignation of that voice at the end of the novel.

In speak¬ 
ing about the team, Lim high¬ 
lighted “the support, friend¬ 
ship, and the camaraderie.” 

The program has also 
made plenty of progress over 
the years. This past winter, 
they entered two teams in the 
San Francisco women’s recre¬ 
ational basketball 

league—one in Division C, as 
usual, and another in Division 
B. “It was our first time in B, 
and every game was very 
challenging,” said Lim. Al¬ 
though the team lost most of 
its game, the higher level of 
play has given the Monsoons 


excellent experience for the 
upcoming competition in 
New York. While the team 
includes athletes with Gay 
Games experience—including 
Marilyn Abbink who, along 
with Aileen Lee, created the 
film “Women of Gold:

Not only can it in¬ 
volve pain anywhere from a 
low level of annoyance all the 
way up to excruciating, it can 
make life generally miserable. 

Various roads can lead to 
low back pain. For instance, 
a sudden movement, an acci¬ 
dent, a gradual decondition¬ 
ing of the muscles that sup¬ 
port the back and/or a gradu¬ 
al degeneration of the lumbar 
spine are all possible causes. 
However, much of this can be 
avoided. 

Proper body mechanics 
go far in preventing bodily 
injuries, especially when con¬ 
cerning the lower back. First 
of all, when in doubt, bend 
the knees. Each time you 
bend your knees you are tak¬ 
ing pressure off the lower 
back. The natural curve soft¬ 
ens a little, the low back mus¬ 
cles become less taut, and the 
pelvis lines up so that it is di¬ 
rectly under the body, with 
everything in a straight line. 

Anyone who is on their 
feet for long periods of time 
can either stand with knees 
bent (equal pressure on both 
feet) or with a little platform 
(i.e., the rung of a chair) under 
the front foot. Bent knees 
also come in handy at the 
gym while doing any standing 
exercises, such as bicep curls, 
lateral raises for the shoul¬ 
ders, etc. 

Leg lift hazards 

It should not be a surprise 
that if bent knees take pres¬ 
sure off the lower back, 
straight legs can potentially 
cause strain. Leg lifts are a 
perfect example. Hypotheti¬ 
cally, abdominal strengthen¬ 
ing, particularly that of the 
lower abdominals, aids in 
support of the lower back, 
and leg lifts work the lower 
abdominals. Ironically, a per¬ 
son can actually strain their 
back if they do only straight 
legged lifts, though they may 
have the opposite intention. 
Bending the knees slightly 
and bringing the knees to¬ 
ward the chest are a much 
safer version. Similarly, dead 
lifts, though designed to 
strengthen the low back, can 
cause strain if the knees are 
locked. 

Many people suffer injured 
backs through improper lift¬ 
ing techniques. Granted, con¬ 
ditions are not always ideal. 
Moving a clumsy piece of fur¬ 
niture down a flight of stairs 
can be iffy, but if proper body 
mechanics are understood, in¬ 
juries can be avoided. First 
of all, keep the weight as 
close to your body as possi¬ 
ble. Do not reach for a heavy 
object from a foot away when 
you can walk up closer to it. 
Secondly, get your body 
weight under it as much as 
possible so that you can push 
up with your legs rather than 
pull up with your arms and 
back. Even if you are only 
reaching for a pencil that’s 
dropped onto your plushly 
carpeted office floor, it is 
safer to bend the knees before 
you reach. Believe me. I’ve 
heard incredible back injury 
stories. Sometimes all it takes 


is a slight miscalculation of 
angle. 

Back killers 

Office workers and car 
drivers may have noticed that 
the wrong chair or sitting po¬ 
sition can wreak havoc on the 
lower spine. Office and auto 
supply stores (and chiroprac¬ 
tic offices) often sell special 
pillows designed to support 
the lumbar area and/or push 
the driver further forward on 
their seat so that they can sit 
up. Slouching can be a real 
back killer, given enough 
time. 

If you are already experi¬ 
encing back pain, there are a 
few things you can do if the 
above noted adjustments do 
not eliminate the discomfort. 
I would recommend a visit to 
the chiropractor, just to make 
sure that there are not any 
structural misalignments or 
degeneration. Whether or not 
you visit the doctor, however.

rest is always an important 
factor in alleviating back pain. 
If your back always hurts 
when you do certain things or 
sit certain ways, avoid them! 
(At least until you’ve spoken 
with a health professional.) 
Ice may also be indicated. 

In addition, certain pos¬ 
tures and/or exercises can 
help alleviate the pain. Prop 
a pillow or two under your 
knees when you go to sleep at 
night, if you sleep on your 
back. The fetal position 
should also alleviate pressure. 
Sleeping on your stomach is a 
no-no. To get some quick re¬ 
lief during the day, lie on 
your back with your knees 
bent and the soles of your 
feet on the floor. You can 
also try stretching a little, by 
bringing one of the knees up 
towards your chest. An addi¬ 
tional option would be to get 
a massage in order to relax 
and lengthen any tensed mus¬ 
cles. Heat is sometimes an 
option if you don’t seem to re¬ 
spond to ice treatment, but I 
would recommend moist 
heat, such as a towel or wash 
cloth dipped in hot water. 
Dry heat, such as use of a 
heating pad, can sometimes 
make the problem worse. 

In general, prevention is al¬ 
ways the best bet, but if you 
can already count yourself 
among the members of the 
“low back pain club”, follow¬ 
ing the above suggestions can 
prevent further insult to the 
body and alleviate some of 
the pressure. ▼
